The article in last week’s Graphic 
called attention to some unsatiufactoiy 
features of the present Motor Tax 
Law. Much of the confusion and nis- 
understanding could have been avoid- 
ed if Automobile Dealers and Ilsur- 
ance Companies had called the men- 
tion of their clients to the proviaon of 
the law. They were expected to do 
this. 

Under the law dealers were required 
to give their customers a certiicate on 
turned in cars to show to Aisessom 
which would then entitle then to the 
proper abatement This wis rarely 
done, the owners of the cars being 
obliged to hunt up the deabr after the 
assessors had Informed tnem of the 
certificate requirement. 

It can hardly be said hat car own- 
ers had not sufficient, opportunities 
for knowing the operat’m of the law. 
For some time before the tax bills 
went out there was a widespread 
campaign of inform.tion about it. 
Automobile clubs, tin A. A. Associa- 
tion, the A. L. A.BOciatlon, promi- 
nent Banks and Tnst Companies, as 
well as many autonobile distributors 
sent out printed mtices covering the 
important points a'the law. The daily 
papers gave a sylopsis of It, followed 
by frequent illustrations of Its work- 
ing. and in thee and other ways it

licity. 

The assessors supplemented this by 
having plainly printed on every tax 
bill notice the 60 day limit, and nat- 
urally assumed that self-interest would 
lead those who sold or turned In their 
cars to look carefully into the infor- 
mation that had already been given for 
their protection. The assessors could 
hardly he blamed for the failure of 
car owners to do this. 

It Is not unusual for new tax laws to 
be confusing and irritating the first 
year. This was true of both the Fed- 
eral and the State Income Tax laws. 
The assessors in trying to handle the 
matter impartially, suggest that light 
rather than heat is needed to bring 
about the best results to all concerned. 

The present law is obviously In an 
experimental stage, and any sugges- 
tions for improvements on It will be 
welcomed by Newton’s representatives 
In the next legislature.

Building Takes Big 

Slump In August 

Value of Permits Falls Off To 
9320,000 


The building boom in this city, which 
for the past six years put Newton far 
in the lead in the construction of res- 
idential structures as compared with 
other cities in Massachusetts, took a 
decided slump during the month of 
August. Last month but 19 permits 
for dwellings were issued in Newton. 
Of this number 16 were for single 
dwellings and 3 for two-family dwell- 
ings. The estimated value of the sin- 
gle dwellings for which permits were 
granted was set at $201,500; the value 
ot the three two-family dwellings was 
estimated at $30,200. Thirty-eight ga- 
rage building permits were granted 
during August and 46 permits for al- 
terations on buildings. The estimated 
cost of work on which building per- 
mits were granted last month was 
$320,655. So far this year 999 build- 
ing permits have been granted as com- 
pared with 1127 for the same period 
in 1928. The estimated cost of build- 
ing construction in Newton so far this 
year is $5,221,481. For the first eight 
months of 1928 the estimated cost of 
building construction in this city was 
$6,917,888.

One of the largest first day squads 
in several yenrs reported to Coach 
John L. Sullivan of the Newton High 
football team on Wednesday morning 
to obtain suits and football equipment 
in preparation for the prnctiee ses- 
sions which began yesterday morning. 
The new three-year ruling has reduced 
the number of eligible veterans from 
an anticipated seven to but two let- 
ter men.

Edward Moore, a back on the inter- 
mediate varsity last year, has report- 
ed weighing 195 pounds, very little 
of which is excess weight. He is quite 
fast and shifty and may fill one of 
the backfield berths. Others who have 
had junior or Intermediate varsity ex- 
perience last year are Donald Bos- 
worth, H. S. Colony and Reginald 
Bankliart.

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SIDEWALK IMPROVEMENTS AT 
NONANTUM 

The Ions needed improvements on 
sidewalks at Watertown street. Nonan- 
turn are being mnde. Granite curb- 
ings are being placed on the south 
side of Watertown street from Pearl 
street westerly towards Cook street 
and the work will be continued on 
the north side of the street from 
opposite Pearl street towards Bridge 
street. Curbings will also be placed 
on the south-east side of Pearl street 
between Watertown and Thornton 
streets, where the sidewalk is of 
gravel. 

In September, 1895 the then Board 
of Aldermen voted to widen Water- 
town street at Nonantum to a width 
of 60 feet and to improve the street. 
Some takings of land were made at 
that time but other parcels which 
were to have been taken were not 
seized by the city with the result 
that the street line was left irregular 
and the contemplated improvement 
not made. As a result, the sidewalk 
inside the curbing on the south side 
of Watertown street opposite the Don- 
ahue property at 272-278 is but a 
couple of feet in width. Land will 
have to be taken by the city at this 
place and two small houses moved 
back. The city recently made a tak- 
ing of land on the adjoining prop- 
erty, the Nugent estate at the corner 
of Watertown and Pearl streets. 

Other changes which will have to 
be made along Watertown street in 
connection with this improvement 
work will be the removal of a stone 
wall on city land at 328 Watertown 
street and the removal of part of a 
small frame building adjoining Hose 
8 house. The front of this building 
is on city owned land.

The Summer we Irnvo just survived 
will be memorable for several reasons 
among them the following: 

Tho continued hot weather with no 
rnln for weekH. 

"Ned” Childs’ letter. 

The haling Into court of about half 
the motoring population of New Eng- 
land for falling to observe the stop 
signals on Washington street. 

The construction of a loading plat- 
form for Elevated patrons In Nonan- 
tum Square, Newton. 

The resurfacing of Centre street in 
Wards One and Seven. 

There may be other things such as 
the new system of street lights on 
Centre street. These and remaining 
topics will have to wait for proper at- 
tention in this column. I shall con- 
fine myself to the more notable events, 
because they have engrossed my 
thoughts ns I have passed my vaca- 
tion plodding through the liquid tar 
In my rambles about the home town. 


The absence of rain was the con- 
stant source of worry to those of us 
who stayed at home. I dare say New- 
ton people who went away for rest 
and recreation did not escape. In fact, 
everybody talked about the scorching 
weather, complained of the high price 
of vegetables and wondered whether 
there would he any crops to feed upon 
In the Autumn, Winter and Spring. 

Not so very many years ago I en- 
joyed a visit In Ashfield, Mass., one of 
those delightful little places where the 
old New England spirit has been pre- 
served and where industry and other 
prosaic things have not Intruded. At 
least, they hadn’t then, and for that 
reason I found myself in Ideal sur- 
roundings. It was one of those dry 
Summers and the farmers were kick- 
ing and the city folks tuning-in so that 
the general conversation was one of 
depression and gloom. 

One of my favorite hangouts was 
the village store where I could swap 
yarns and get ideas. An old-timer, 
with whom I became chummy, was the 
greatest source of philosophy I could 
find. For that reason I never missed 
a chance to engage him in conversa- 
tion — not such an easy task at first, 
by the way. 

“Why is It you're not whining like 
the rest?” I asked. "You haven’t com- 
plained as far as I have heard.” 

“What’s the use?" he replied In true 
Yankee fashion. ‘Tve lived a good 
many years and I’ve noticed that no 
matter what kind of weather we had, 
rainy spells or dry spells, there’s al- 
ways been a planting time and always 
a harvesting time and I guess the 
Almighty knows what he’s about and 
don’t need any advice.” 


Now as to that famous letter of 
Mayor Childs in which he told why 
he did not care to engage in a contest 
for the Mayoralty with Alderman 
Weeks. I read it over several times 
and had the feeling that somehow it 
didn’t sound like Mayor Childs, or 
rather it didn’t read like his usual 
writings. However, there was no mis- 
understanding his feelings. I could 
see that he had something on his mind 
and took occasion to get it off. 

Some say that the Mayor made a 
mistake. His friends will assure you 
that he didn’t. Well, whether ho did 
or not, Alderman Weeks made no re- 
ply, so nobody can accuse him of mak- 
ing a mistake. 

About the only thing that the May- 
or’s letter has accomplished, apart 
from relieving his mind, is to increase 
the bitterness of his critcs and the 
loyalty of his friends. Those who think

he was right will be stronger for him 
than ever and those who have always 
been “agin” film will have additional 
specifications with which to support 
tlier arguments. 

If tho Mayor had been going to run 
for reelection the charges made in his 
letter would have been a neat bit of 
political strategy. Everyone knows 
the basis of a good campaign Is to call 
the other fellow names and jockey him 
into a defensive position whether you 
have anything with which to support j 
your accusations or not. Facts have 
notiiing to do with it. The secret is 
to cast aspersions, hoping that two 
will grow where one grew before. 

But Mayor Childs appears to be out 
of the campaign and Alderman Weeks 
looms up as the next Mayor. It seems 
to me if I were Mayor and were not 
satisfied to have a certain man suc- 
ceed me in office I would run for re- 
election or come out in support of a 
man I believed worthy to he my suc- 
cessor. Neither course is now open 
to Mayor Childs, as I view it. He has 
dealt only with his personal reaction 
to Alderman Weeks' candidacy, which 
is hardly one thing or the other. 

I never saw the police more indus- 
trious than they have been in "nail- 
ing" those who failed to see the 
“Stop” signs on Washington street, 
or, seeing them, decided to ignore the 
warning and drive right along. I sup- 
pose that there is only one way to 
enforce a city ordinance and that it is 
to watch the conduct of every driver 
and summons into court each who 
violates the prescribed regulation, 
wittingly or otherwise. 

Two things usually happen when a 
driver is stopped and his name taken 
and other preparations made for his ! 
appearance in court. The most prob- 
able is an effort, through some in- 
fluential or supposedly influential ! 
friend, to get "things fixed up” so 
that it will not be necessary for the 1 
offender to go to court. In other ! 
words, have some arrangement made 
whereby the policeman who has the 
case will be “called off” like one would 
whistle to a faithful Newfoundland 
watchdog when unexpected visitors 
drive up to the farm. 

I deplore this attempt at "fixing,” 
hut I suppose if 1 were a car owner 
and found myself in such a fix I should 
forget my ideals, submerge my natural 
pride and beg somebody to induce the 
policeman to “lay off'n me.” Self- 
preservation, we are told, is promi- 
nent among each individual’s first-aid 
kits. Nevertheless, all endeavors to 
"pull wires” that a complaint of this 
kind may be pigeon-holed or com- 
pletely destroyed is not good citizen- 
ship and the fact that some of our best 
people indulge in it doesn’t make it 
any more desirable as a common prac- 
tice. 

The man who admits having done 
wrong and who "lies down cold” and 
lets the policeman put him into court 
and there pleads guilty and pays his 
fine is by far the higher type of citi- 
zen. One does not always desire to 
demonstrate his patriotism in tills way 
but in the end he is better off if lie 
does so. 

I think that the police vigilance 
against failure to observe “Stop” signs 
can easily be overdone. It strikes me 
that a warning should be sufficient for 
the first offence. A stranger to New- 
ton who drives past the ugly and 
grotesquely painted sign may not do so 
because the thing is offensive in ap- 
pearance. As a class we are not as 
sensitive about such things as well we 
might be. He does so because he 
hasn’t seen the sign and furthermore 
his mind is intent on where he is 
headed. The locality is new to him. 
lie doesn't want to drive miles out of 
his way and he is looking ahead to 
see where the thoroughfare on which 
lie is driving leads. I saw a man, with 
his wife and six children, jammed into 
a small touring car and evidently out 
for a Sunday afternoon spin. They 
were happy enough until a policeman 
held them up for passing the "Stop” 
sign. It seemed to throw the whole 
group into a panic. The father had to 
get out and go through the customary 
formality while the children, all 
youngsters, began to whimper and the 
mother looked scared. It didn't 
amount to much after all and was only 
the majestic law making its authority 
felt. Of course one cannot criticise an 
officer for doing his duty but in my 
opinion the welfare of Newton citi- 
ons would have been far better served 
if that policeman had beeu patrolling 
his beat and keeping an eye on the 
men, women and children who plunder 
orchards and gardens on less frequent- 
ed streets and play the very mischief 
with the estates of taxpayers who 
have a right to expect better police 
protection than they get. 


All this leads up to the problem of 
disposing of petty offences by auto- 
mobilists without the necessity of a 
court trial. The spectacle we have 
now is tiiat of a herd of respectable 
men and women hanging around a 
court room for an opportunity to ac- 
knowledge their failure to observe 
some traffic regulation and pay a tine 
of $10 or thereabouts. Some days 
there are 30 or 40 cases in Newton, 
demanding the time of two judges 
and clogging the wheels of justice 
which huve enough grinding to do 
without these trifling matters. 

The blame may be laid at the door 
of tile Massachusetts Legislature. I 
do so, gladly for I have watched that 
august body conduct business for a 
number of years. For severul sessions 
the Great and General Court lias been 
petitioned to do something to relieve 
tlie situation. But what has it done? 
Nothing hut the customary sidestep. 

As if 37 special investigations by 
committees, commissions and State 
departments were not sufficient this 
year’s Legislature voted a 28th. to 
wit, "That the Department of Public 
Works is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to investigate tho subject mat- 
ter of Senate document 307 of the 
current year and the recommendations 
on which tho sumo was based, und tho 
general subject of tho procedure rela- 
tive to tlie proper disposition of petty 
motor vehicle offences, witli a view of 
foiniulatlug a more effective, expedi-

tious and economical enforcement of 
the laws, rules and regulations rela- 
tive to motor vehicles and their oper- 
ation, at a minimum of inconvenience 
and expense to all concerned.” 

Of course tho Public Works Depart- 
ment of the State has among its divi- 
sions the Registry of Motor Vehicles. 
That is the reason why the investiga- 
tion was wished on it, I suppose. The 
department has a tremendous amount 
of routine matters such as road and 
bridge building, with countless de- 
tails, and enough for its comparative- 
ly small force to do without this job. 
But, no, the General Court has or- 
dered it to hold hearings, obtain data 
and do this and do that and report 
"before the first Wednesday in Decem- 
ber of the current year, with drafts 
of such legislation as may be neces- 
sary to give effect to the same.” 

This may sound imposing. But it 
isn't to those who know. The Judi- 
cial Council, made up of eminent at- 
torneys throughout the State, has al- 
ready suggested legislation, while at 
the recent session of the Legislature 
a bill prepared by the Judicial Coun- 
cil was offered which would supply 
tlie necessary machinery for a solu- 
tion of the problem. Plenty of sound 
remedies have been already laid be- 
fore the Legislature and summarily 
rejected. Why? 

One gets impatient with the Leg- 
islature at times. If those people 
who were summoned into court for 
petty violations of the automobile law 
and who have honorably pleaded 
guilty and paid their fines will join 
in asking for relief I believe that the 
General Court of Massachusetts will 
be forced to act. I know 1 may be 
optimistic but I have a notion that 
sufficient pressure can at times force 
tlie House and Semite to pass needed 
legislation. 


All I have to say about the wonder- 
ful new road surface on Centre street 
is that every time l cross it I yearn 
to possess a pair of roller skates.

Alderman Temperley Makes IMcn for 
Ward Five 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen was held Monday night, all 
members being present with the ex- 
ception of Aldermen Bowen and Pratt. 
A number of petitions were received 
from the Edison Company as follows: 
petitions for underground conduits on 
Elmwood street. Channing street, 
Washington street from Channing to 
Centre avenue. The Edison and Tele- 
phone companies were given legal au- 
thority for their pole locations on 
about 20 streets formerly private 
ways, but which have been accepted 
as public streets. No opposition de- 
veloped to petitions of the Edison 
Company for pole locations on Graf- 
ton street at the Junction of Furber 
lane, and on Newtonville avenue near 
Howard street. Frank Garrick, repre- 
senting the Telephone Company, ex- 
plained that the petition for a 300 
eallon gasoline tank at tz<. Newton 
North exchange on Elmwood street is 
to provide fuel for a motor which 
must be used should the Edison power 
be not available to operate the ex- 
change. 

Attorney Holland, appearing for 
Martin Witmyer asked that his client 
be granted a permit to conduct a mo- 
tor-vehicle repair shop at 169 Lexing- 
ton street, Auburndale. Mr. Holland 
stated that Witmyer had conducted 
this shop for 10 years but failed to 
renew the permit. A protest was re- 
ceived by letter from an owner of ad- 
joining property against Witmyer be- 
ing allowed to enlarge the shop. 
Neighbors have complained about the 
appearance of Witmyer’s place. 

No persons appeared to favor or 
oppose the petition of the Newton 
Savings Bank for a permit to estab- 
lish a gasoline filling station at 63-67 
Lexington street. West Newton, the 
site of the Gorgone building destroyed 
in the hooch still explosion. Aider- 
man Temperley inquired if the charter 
of the Newton Savings Bank allows it 
to conduct a gasoline filling station? 

Fred Howland asked that he be 
given a gasoline station permit at 
107 Elm street. West Newton. A writ- 
ten protest was received from the Ken- 
more Realty Corporation owners of 
an apartment house near the proposed 
locus of the filling station. This pro- 
test claims that the filling station 
will make it difficult to rent apart- 
ments in the building.

SULLIVAN NAMES 

VARSITY SQUAD 


Coach John L. Sulllvnn of the New- 
ton High School football tenni has 
named a varsity squad of thirty-three 
players, following a week of intensive 
practice sessions. Naturally at this 
early date there is by no means a 
certainty that these same lads will 
be on the squad two weeks from now 
when the opening game with Malden 
Sept. 28 rolls around. Those named 
appear at present to be the best of 
the one hundred and thirty candidates 
working out for the four Newton 
elevens. 

The varsity squad consists of seven 
ends, six tackles, seven guards, two 
centre nnd eleven backs. But five of 
this number have had varsity experi- 
ence at Newton High while the re- 
mainder have played considerably on 
last year’s intermediate and junior 
varsity elevens or are transfers from 
other schools where they have had 
some experience. The five that can 
be called veterans, Fred Schipper, cen- 
tre; John McCarthy, end; Arthur 
Boughan, guard; and Henry Furden 
and Warren Norton, backs. 

The end squad in addition to Mc- 
Carthy Includes Nickerson, Bosworth, 
Barbn. Bankhart, Murphy and Blair. 
With Nickerson and Bosworth run- 
ning neck and neck for the opposite 
wing to McCarthy. The other four 
ends are still in the running for regu- 
lar or first substitute positions and 
it will take some time to determine 
the best candidate. 

Foremost of the tackles is .Gordon 
Lindbergh, a transfer from Evanston, 
Illinois. Lindbergh is a rangy type 
of lad and should prove to be one 
of the strongest points in the orange 
and black forward line. The other 
tackle berth is wide open at present 
with five lads in the running. They 
are Butler, another rangy youth, 
Gowell, Lombard, Hamilton, and Gu- 
lian. Hamilton is a brother of Alex- 
ander Hamilton, a star tackle on the 
Newton team a few years ago. The 
younger Hamilton was on the varsity 
squad for a short time near the end 
of the 1928 season. Gulian is a cousin 
of ‘‘Mike” Gulian, star Newton and 
Brown tackle several years ago. 
While not possessing the weight and 
build that his older relative did the 
young Gulian makes up for this lack 
with his speed and aggressiveness. 

The guard situation looks quite 
promising — in fact more promising 
than at any other position on the 
eleven. Arthur Boughan and Edward 
Moore are the outstanding candidates. 
Boughan was the first string guard a 
year ago during the early games but 
an infraction of the rules caused his 
dismissal from the squad. Although 
not of large build Boughan has the 
strength and ability of a much larger 
youth and not many gains will be 
made through his position. Moore 
is a short, stocky lad weighing in 
the neighborhood of 190 pounds and 
despite his weight is quite fast on his 
feet. The other guard candidates are 
Kinslea. Williams, Hodgkins. Taylor 
and Malloy. The former has had 
some experience as a guard on the 
St. Mary’s High School team two 
years ago. He was at Newton last 
year but ineligible for athletics. 

At centre is Fred Schipper, probably 
the most seasoned veteran on the 
squad as he saw considerable serv- 
ice at the berth last year as Arthur 
Chamberlain’s substitute. Schipper is 
a quiet youth with a steadying influ- 
ence on the rest of the team, plus 
the ability to snap the ball back. He 
is one of the two letter men eligible. 
With Schipper at centre and flanked 
by Boughan and Moore it begins to 
look as though it would take a real 
halfback to get through this part of 
the Newton line. Albert McCarthy is 
the other centre Coach Sullivan has 
retained. Other than these two there 
is not much centre material available. 

Eleven backs have been named on 
the varsity squad for the present with 
little or no designation as to which 
will be halfbacks, fullbacks or quar- 
terbacks. Furden and Norton were 
both used in several of the games 
last year with Furden, the second let- 
ter man on hand the most experi- 
enced. The other nine are Shorten, 
Elrod, Strombom, Walter Bell, Doten. 
Sutcliffe, Colony, Connelly, and Black- 
ler. All of this group have shown 
sufficient to give the Newton mentor 
an indication that they may develop. 
Furden, Norton, Connelly and Colony 
are seniors while the others have one 
or two more years to play. Sutcliffe 
is a younger brother of William Sut- 
cliffe. a back two years ago. Biackler 
is a youth who came up from junior 
high school and has shown consider- 
able natural ability. He will not be 
eligible to play until after November 
first, the end of the first eight week 
marking period as he was not tak- 
ing the required number of fourteen 
credits his last year at junior high 
school. Connelly was a member of 
the varsity basketball squad last win- 
ter. Elrod, who may be used at full- 
back, is the only letter man available 
for next year’s baseball team due to 
the tbree*year rule. 


Newton Youth Managing Wildcats 

William Wilder of Newton is the 
varsity manager of the New Hamp- 
shire University football team this 
season. The Wildcats’ prospects for 
this year’B team look good with seven- 
teen letter men from last year’s eleven 
on hand

TAKES HONORS 

The Burr Tennis Association won 
the 1929 championship of the Old 
Colony Tennis League on Saturday 
and Sunday by defeating the Bellevue 
Club of Melrose 8 to 6 in a match con- 
sisting of eight singles nnd six doubles 
mntches. The local team was the win- 
ner of the new division of the league 
nnd the Melroso club the winners of 
the old division of the league in the 
round robin matches during the past 
few months. 

The league has enjoyed one of the 
most successful seasons in its history 
due to the increased number of teams 
in the league nnd the fact that the 
dry weather permitted the playing of 
the matches nearly ns scheduled.

Getting things ready for the young- 
sters to go back to school surely has 
its complications. At present we have 
to consider things that were never 
thought of some years ago. I do not 
refer to wardrobes, for that problem 
has changed little and clothes and 
shoes and those essential articles have 
for generations been a subject of do- 
mestic discussion and adjustment. 

What I had in mind was this matter 
of providing a safe way for the young- 
sters to make their trips back and 
forth. I noticed near the Underwood 
school the other day that city work- 
ers were painting traffic lanes, or 
rather indicating with stripes of white 
paint on the surface of the highway 
such places as are to be construed as 
street crossings. This means that there 
will be traffic policemen on duty to 
shepherd the little folks. And in ad- 
dition to the officers that the Boy 
Scouts will continue their splendid 
work of directing traffic at the most 
dangerous crossings before and after 
school. 

The children who walk are not the 
only ones. There are those who drive 
or who are driven to school and here 
again is another matter to be settled in 
the confines of the family circle. If it 
is mother who takes charge of the 
ransportation she has to rearrange her 
household duties In order to be ready 
to drive the car. If it is father who 
shoulders the responsibility his going- 
to-business-hours must be made to 
fit Into the general scheme. 

As for the boys and girls who have 
their cars, well, the cars must be at 
their disposal and that means they 
should be ready for their exclusive 
use. Some young people are fussy 
about the car they drive and if they 
can’t have just what they want they 
become peevish. However, there’s an- 
other home matter. 

I have long preached against the 
riding of bicycles on the sidewalk but 
I hope I am sufficiently liberal in my 
views to appreciate what is in the 
minds of those Waban parents who 
would like to have a section of the 
Beacon-street sidewalk reserved for 
young bicyclists who use their bicycles 
to get to school and back. In Europe 
they still think well of bicycles and for 
my part I think that we in this coun- 
try make a mistake in turning up our 
noses at the faithful old “bike.” If 
letting the children in Waban ride 
their bicycles on the sidewalk certain 
hours of the day will show to grown- 
ups that after all bicycles are useful 
and might well be more commonly 
used I may be recorded in approval 
of the Waban project. 

But about school days. The schools 
are there and the law requires that 
pupils shall attend. That puts it up to 
father and mother or the other folks 
at home, who will now take up their 
usual duties. One would think that 
only the children have to work when 
school reopens, but some folks know 
better.

OLD NEWTON B USINESS IN NEW QUARTERS 

T. Stuart & Son Company Move to Modern Plant at Watertown 


After having been established in 
Newton for over sixty years the firm 
of T. Stuart & Son Company, one of 
the best known Contracting compan- 
ies in New England moved its plant 
last week to Watertown. The new 
headquarters of the Company occupy 
a large area of the property formerly 
known as the Union Market Stock 
Yards along side of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. 

In 1866 the late Timothy Stuart, a 
native of Saco, Maine, came to New- 
ton and started in the Contracting 
business. From a modest beginning, 
with small equipment the founder of 
this business, by hard work and honest 
treatment of his patrons gradually ex- 
panded his activities. The business 


ness has been conducted aince 1879 
from 222 Pearl street, Newton, where 
about three acres of land were covered 
by yard buildings and office 
They have constructed six bridges 
over the Charles River Including the 
now Cottage Farm Bridges, Western 
avenue and the John W. Weeks Me- 
morial Bridges; also the Portland to 
South Portland Bridge over the harbor 
at Portland, Maine; the Washington 
Memorial Bridge on the New York 
State Road, over the Housatonic River 
between Stratford and Milford, Con- 
necticut, and the Queen City Bridge 
over the Merrimack River at Manches- 
ter, New Hampshire; the elimination 
of grade crossings and track elevation 
at Lynn, Mass., for the Boston and

which started with contracts of a 
small scope confined to Newton soon 
broadened into a larger field. 

About 1890 Frank H. Stuart, who is 
now President and Treasurer of the 
Company, became associated with his 
father. The early contracts of consid- 
erable magnitude undertaken by the 
Company were the construction of the 
Revere Beach Parkway at Crescent 
Beach, the construction of a substan- 
tial portion of the Boston and Worces- 
ter Railroad and also a portion of the 
Commonwealth avenue boulevard 
through Newton, together with the 
construction of double track Railroad 
from West Roxbury to Needham Junc- 
tion for the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad. 

For many years the concern has spe- 
cialized in bridge construction with a 
result that they have built many Rail- 
road bridges, terminal yards and vari- 
ous construction projects for Ntew 
England Railroads.

H. Stuart’s son Mr. Raymond T. 
Stuart is Vice President and Assistant 
Treasurer of the Corporation.

NEWTON CENTRE MAN KILLED 


About 1 o’clock last Sunday morn- 
ing Mrs Patrick Sweeney, while in 
her husband’s taxi cab office at the 
Centre street bridge in Newton Cor- 
ner. heard groans coming from the 
Boston & Albany railroad tracks 
nearby. She informed her husband 
and he notified the police. Patrolmen 
Laughlin, Teegan and Geegan res- 
ponded and upon investigating found 
two young Newton Centre men lying 
in the culvert which runs alongside 
the tracks. One was seriously injured 
and the other was dead. The injured 
mau recovered consciousness after 
being taken to the Newton Hospital 
and identified himself as Philip Foley, 
23, of 282 Langley road. Newton Cen- 
tre. It wa s learned that the dead man 
was Linus King, 24. of 22 Langley 
road, Newton Centre. Foley also gave 
the information that King and he had 
been accompanied by Walter Henri- 
kus, IS, of 42 Newbury street, Newton 
Centre. 

The police interviewed Henrikus 
and from him learned that the trio 
had been in Boston Saturday night 
and upon arriving at Newton Corner 
in a Boston Elevated car went behind 
the business blocks bounded by Cen- 
tre and Washington streets and the 
railroad tracks. While they were 
there a policeman came in the alley 
loading from Washington street to the 
area to make his regular inspection 
of the back doors of the stores near- 
by. Thinking the policeman was after 
them, the three Newton Centre young 
men fled. Henrikus ran out another 
alley leading to Centre street. King 
and Foley climbed over a high board 
fence which is between the place and 
the Boston & Albany property. On 


the other side of the fence Is a steep 
bank which leads to the top of the 
high granite wall forming one side 
of the depressed right of way of the 
railroad. Down this embankment 
and over the wall King and Foley fell, 
landing 20 feet below in the granite 
culvert. King's skull was fractured 
in the fall and he was killed. Foley 
received severe injuries to his back. 

King is survived by a widow and 
one child, his parents, two sisters and 
two brothers. His funeral service was 
held Tuesday morning at Sacred Heart 
Church, Newton Centre.

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EDITORIAL 

The proposed new rates for Insurance 
on automobiles affects thousands of 
owners all through the state. Motor- 
ists who reside in the zones where a 
large increase over previous years is 
proposed are naturally making a 
strong protest. We sympathize with 
them in the attempt to make these 
rates uniform throughout the state 
and not to penalize residents in cer- 
tain cities and towns, A zoning for 
lire insurance rates seems eminently 
fair but when it comes to a moving 
piece of machinery we fail to see why 
residence should be a factor. The fit- 
ness of the operator should be a deter- 
mining factor in automobile insur- 
ance rates. 

We are of the opinion that President 
Rogers of Technology was so pleased 
with the publicity given him some 
months ago on the subject of "Snobs” 
that he hoped to have it continued by 
assailing the value of women school 
teachers. We think he has libelled an 
army of splendid, hard working and 
efficient teachers by his suggestion that 
men are more efficient than women in 
that field .of endeavor. He evidently 
fails to differentiate between teachers 
of young children and those of older 
years. Women are certainly better 
fitted to train the younger pupils, and 
we have no fear that men shall ever 
supplant them in that field of educa- 
tion.

Gannett F. Allen of 38 Aberdeen 
street, Newton Highlands, was serious- 
ly injured at Hingham on the night of 
September 5th, when he was hit by a 
car alleged to have been driven by 
Michael Dunn of Myrtle street, Rock- 
land.

and recently changed ownership. Mr. 
Walsh explained thnt it is desired to 
improve the stntion by erecting n 
more attractive building there. A pro- 
test wna received from Louis Dnr- 
dnno of 985 Chestnut street who 
claimed that the existing building at 
the stntion was erected nearer his 
property thnn the law allows. 

John Toperzer of Larchmont ave- 
nue, Wnban, urged that a sower be 
constructed in that street and thnt 
an opening be left for the purpose 
of removing the plngue of rats which 
now infest thnt neighborhood. James 
Blue urged thnt a sidewalk be built 
on Circuit avenue. Another resident 
of thnt street told of Ills lawn grad- 
ually disappearing as persons walked 
further onto it each year using it 
as a walk. Ernest F. Dow of Wnu- 
winet road asked for the early im- 
proving of this street and told of 
automobiles getting mired there. 
This street is on the location of the 
former Wauwinet Dairy Farm. 

On the recommendation of the Li- 
censes Committee the Aldermen voted 
to grant leave to withdraw to the 
petitions of Charlemont nnd Oak Hill 
residents for bus service to these dis- 
tricts by the Middlesex & Boston Com- 
pany and to the petition of James Olm- 
stead for bus service from Waban 
to Lake street via Beacon street 
Chairman Hawkins of the Licenses 
Committee explained that there would 
not be enough passengers patronizing 
bus lines to Charlemont or Oak Hill 
to pay for the service and that the 
present bus line from Waban through 
Newton Centre to Newton Corner 
serves the Waban district and is 
barely paying expenses. 

Alderman Temperley of Ward 5 
spoke at length on the matter of the 
need of more land for recreation pur- 
poses at the Emerson School in New- 
ton Upper Falls. He praised Supt. 
Wheeler of the School Department 
and quoted Mr. Wheeler as remarking 
that the people of Upper Falls have 
been very patient to endure the insuffi- 
cient accommodations provided for 
the school children of that village. 
Mr. Temperley went into detail to 
show the congested conditions at the 
Emerson School where in addition to 
crowded rooms, between 500 and 600 
children must play during recreations 
on Pettee street. He contrasted this 
condition with the 10 acres of land re- 
cently purchased near Clark street for 
proposed high schools and the prob- 
ability that 5 additional acres will be 
bought here to assure ample space. 

He criticised the Aldermen for not 
acting favorably on the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Childs made last Spring, 
to buy more land at the Emerson 
School. He called attention to the 
fact that the portable school building 
which was supposed to have been 
ready at the Emerson School grounds 
at the opening of school, is not yet 
there. He asked that the Mayor’s 
recommendation be acted upon and 
that measures be taken to assure the 
portable school being at least ready 
for use nfext year. 

Alderman Gallagher supported Mr. 
Temperley’s contentions and advo- 
cated the purchase by the city of about 
an acre of land adjoining the school 
grounds. Alderman Collins replying to 
Alderman Temperley stated that the 
members of the Aldermen on the joint 
committee on school buildings has 
followed the recommendations of the 
School Cmmittee rgarding the provid- 
ing of space for a portable school and 
playground at the Emerson School. 
The school committee had stated that 
if the old Wade School is removed, 
sufficient room will be provided. Mr. 
Collins called attention to the fact that 
there is now more land at the Emerson 
School site than at the Claflin School 
and that the proposed new Junior 
High School at Newton Centre will 
take many pupils from the Emerson 
School.

Communicable diseases reported were 
limited to but two cases of diptheria, 
the city being unusually free from such 
diseases during the month. 

The agent and inspector of the 
Health Department investigated 19 
complaints during the month, abated 
40 nuisances and made 318 inspections. 
Fifteen samples of milk were tested 
und the inspections included 9 at 
dairies, 215 markets and groceries and 
14 bakeries.

Harris chaperoned the luggage here as 
well as during the rest of the trip and, 
due to his efficient management and 
successful “wangling” the Newton 
Troop lost not one single piece of bag- 
gage during the entire trip. From 
Plymouth, the famous Boat Troop car- 
ried them to London, under the eagle 
eye of Captain Gnndolfo, of Thomas 
Cook and Son, who later became known 
as "Skipper” to the entire Troop. 

In London the Scouts saw every- 
thing there was to see, including the 
change of Guard at Buckingham 
Palace, all the famous spots and build- 
ings, the Wax Works and attended an 
English variety show which was ex- 
cellent. They came to know English 
tea and marmalade, English taxis, the 
buses, the underground, and all the 
other things for which that country is 
so well famed. 

They went to Shakespeare country 
and drove all the way; to Windsor 
Castle, to Eton and to Hampton Court. 
They went to Warwick Castle and there 
saw the Earl of Warwick. At War- 
wick City, they had lunch in an old 
Inn and were greeted by the Mayor 
of the City, who wore his chain and 
seal and was hovered over by the 
Beadle and Town Crier. 

Orange Ponchos’ First Appearance 
During the trip to Eton the first rain 
of the trip was encountered and the 
famous orange ponchos made their 
first public appearance. As the Newton 
Scouts marched in file or column or 
Troop front through the famous Gar- 
dens of Hampton Court, "given” by 
the cardinal to Henry VIII, they were 
the cynosure of all eyes. Parties of 
American and English and other tour- 
ists stopped to watch the Scouts as 
they made a line of orange fire among 
the dripping trees and shrubs of the 
Gardens. 

Off to the Jamboree 

On the 29th of July the Troop took 
(he train to Liverpool, for the Jam- 
boree. The night of the 29th, prior 
to reporting officially to the Jamboree, 
the Troop went to the State Restau- 
rant in Liverpool, a beautiful place, 
where they were received and treated 
like royalty. That night they stopped 
in an old inn at Rock Ferry, a suburb 
of Birkenhead, where mine host was 
an English host of the old type. 

The next morning the Troop left for 
the Jamboree Grounds at Arrowe Park, 
three miles away. There they found 
the long box containing the Long 
House which had been sent from this 
country. 

Long House Feature of the American 
Camp 

The Long House was designed by 
Mr. Harris, known as "Uncle Pat,” and 
specifications were drawn up by Mr. 
A. L. Shaw, Scoutmaster of Troop 15, 
Auburndale. The Scouts of that Troop 
set it up at Nobscot, it was properly 
marked and then knocked down, boxed 
and sent to England by Commissioner 
Bierer. 

The Newton Long House, known ns 
the home of the Norumbega Tribe of 
Indians, was set up in a most con- 
spicuous place, at the left of the main 
American Headquarters aim was 
backed by two teepees of Indian Scouts 
from Oklahomu and wigwams or 
hognus of Scouts from Itasca, Minne- 
sota. Hundreds of visitors came to the

LOCAL PASTOR CHALLENGES 
PARENTS 


The Rev. John Shade Franklin, pas- 
tor of the Lincoln Park Baptist 
Church of West Newton, offers a sig- 
nificant challenge to the fathors and 
mothers of Newton In hts sermon for 
this Sunday morning. The subject Is 
"Our Orentest Wealth.” 

In the Lincoln Park Baptist Evangel, 
parish paper of the Lincoln Pnrk Bap- 
tist Church, under date of September 
13th, Mr. Franklin opens an Intensive 
church school drive with the follow- 
ing editorial: 

Do You Know? 

"Do you know that your great-grand- 
children will he savnges in a wasting 
wilderness, that they will look back 
upon this era as a Golden Age for- 
ever vanished, if the parents of today 
do not actively support and utilize 
our Church Schools?

It Is left for the 
Church alone, through Its Church 
School and other less-closely affiliated 
organizations, to build the foundations 
for an understanding and appreciation 
of spiritual values. 

"Without the Church School, Jesus’ 
Laws of Life, Faith and Love, upon 
Which are based all forms of human 
association and co-operation, will soon 
pass from the philosophy of the race. 
Without Faith and Love, Fear and 
Greed will soon bring ruin through 
the terrifying effectiveness of our en- 
gines of destruction.” 

In line with this challenge the week 
of September 15th will be devoted to 
the needs of the boys and girls, the 
young men and young women, for the 
finest type of religious training in the 
Church School. There are many par- 
ents today who disparage the value 
of religion. Being unconcerned them- 
selves, they do not feel the impor- 
tance of the ethical and moral train- 
ing of the church school for their 
children.

CHANGE IN RULE 

MAY AID NEWTON 


The modification of the so-called 
“three-year” rule (adopted by the 
Massachusetts Headmasters’ Associa- 
tion Inst spring which caused consid- 
erable furore In the scholastic sport 
world) at an executive commlttoe 
meeting last week may prove of some 
aid to Newton in making eligible one 
of the veteran football players here- 
tofore regarded as out of tho game. 
John Gill, substitute left tnckle last 
year who was regarded as the out- 
standing candidate for that berth this 
season until passage of the rule is 
the player In question. 

Additional interpretations of tho 
rule modify the drastic ruling to some 
extent. For the first time it was an- 
nounced that ench year will contain 
two semesters (for the purpose of en- 
forcing the rule) and that each boy is 
eligible to compete in athletics for six 
or eight semesters depending upon 
whether his entrance is from junior 
high school or from grammar school. 
Thus, if a boy misses one semester in 
his first three or four years of school- 
ing and is required to attend another 
school year he is eligible to take part 
In athletics for one semester In that 
extra year the time limit not expir- 
ing until February. Thus a football 
athlete would be eligible for the en- 
tire season while a hockey, track or 
basketball player would be allowed 
to play until February. 

Furthermore a boy must attend 
school at least 45 days to be counted 
as a student for that semester. 
Should a student for any reason drop 
out before completing 45 days school 
work in any one semester he can later 
return and complete his work, being 
athletically eligible for one more 
semester. This new Interpretation re- 
moves the grave injustice done to 
those boys who were sick or injured 
for a semester and then required to 
take another year’s schooling. The 
rule was originally desigued to pre- 
vent athletes from repeating a school 
year merely to play football but It 
also originally operated In those un- 
just cases mentioned. 

One of these cases, and there are 
probably a great many such in other 
schools throughout the State, is that 
of John Gill. Two or three years ago 
Gill was stricken with pneumonia and 
was out of school for a considerable 
length of time. The exact time of 
his absence from school is being inves- 
tigated by the school authorities to de- 
termine whether or not he was in at- 
tendance 45 days in either the first 
or second semester. If his illness oc- 
curred prior to the vicinity of the 
middle of November and kept him out 
until after February first he probably 
did not attend school enough to ho 
counted as a student the first semes- 
ter under the amendment. Or if his 
illness kept him out from February 
first until sometime after the middle 
of April he would not be a student 
in the second semester. 

As far as is known Gill is the only 
football athlete at Newton affected by 
the new interpretation as most of the 
other athletes are now attending pre- 
paratory schools in preference to re- 
turning to high school and beiug 
barred from athletes. 

Should Gill become eligible it will 
be a great aid to assistant coach Con- 
sodine in building the Newton line 
for the coming season. With Fred 
Schipper having about clinched the 
first string centre berth, Edward 
Moore and Arthur Boughan slated for 
the guard positions, Godon Lindbergh 
the certain starter at right tackle the 
Newton line is shaping up quite 
strong with the exception of the left 
tackle position If Gill, a 180-pounder 
over six feet in height, returns to 
the squad it should fill the hole cred- 
itably. If it happens that Gill is still 
ineligible the Newton coaches will 
have to choose one of the other can- 
didates for the position. There are 
several of these but none to com- 
pare with Gill’s type. 

John McCarthy is almost a certain 
starter at right end with the left wing 
position still somewhat doubtful, Don- 
ald Bosworth has the edge at present 
but he is being closely pressed for 
the berth by Robert Nickerson and 
Francis Barba. In the scrimmages this 
week Nickerson lias showed much 
promise and will undoubtedly see con- 
siderable service in the coming games. 

The backfield material Is nothing to 
boast about. There is not a great deal 
of weight but considerable speed. The 
four thnt Coach Sullivan has been us- 
ing on the first team most of the time 
are Harold Strombom, quarterback, 
Henry Furden and Warren Norton, 
halfbacks and Perry Elrod, fullback. 
Furden is the best line plunging back 
and Elrod the shiftiest. Elrod will also 
do most of the passing and kicking. 
Strombom and Norton will get their 
chances to carry the ball but are bet- 
ter defensive and interfering backs 
than offensive carriers. 

In preparation for the opening game 
with Malden next week Saturday the 
Newton mentor has arranged a scrim- 
mage with the Wellesley High school 
squad at Claflin Field next Tuesday 
afternoon. One or two light scrim- 
mages will be held the next day or 
two between the first and second 
teams in order to smooth out the 
rough spots which the Wellesley 
scrimmuge will uncover.

NEWTONVILLE MINISTER AN- 
SWERS MODERN PESSIMISTS 


John Hnynes Holmes, prominent 
leader of the Community Church in 
New York City, predicts that the 
church will pass away, that preaching 
will disappear, that worship will be- 
come a matter of scientific procedure, 
that religion in the future will be so 
different that people of this age would 
not be able to recognize it as re- 
ligion. If the forms and practices of 
religion are so variable, It is natural 
for people to question whether there 
is anything stable, anything dead cer- 
tain about religion. 

The Rev. M. A. Kapp, minister of 
the Newtonville Universalist Church, 
in a series of Sunday morning sermons 
during September, will consider wheth- 
er such predictions as those of John 
Haynes Holmes are an Indication that 
“The Modern Age Has Destroyed Re- 
ligion”. 

In an address last week, Mr. Kapp 
stated that modern religion has 
wrenched itself loose from creeds, 
dogmas and organized authorities. No 
longer do people feel the necessity of 
imitating others in accepting codified 
morals, ethics and aesthetics. No 
longer do they feel that religion Is a 
matter of a Book, or a Divine Man, or 
a Holy Church. Rather It is a per- 
sonal experience in which the person- 
ality reaches out after beauty and ex- 
cellence. It is an attitude toward 
Life which seeks to find the highest 
and best in every moment, in every 
era, in every aeon of existence. And 
the supreme obligation of each genera- 
tion is to “Be Itself”, to live by its 
own deepest experience of what is 
worthwhile and significant. 

This Sunday, in an address titled 
‘Are There Unshakable Foundations 
for ANY Religion?” Mr. Kapp will 
throw religion into the test-tube to 
see what it looks like when all ex- 
ternalities, all decorations, all magic 
props are sheared away.

CITY AFFAIRS 


Street Commissioner Stuart gives 
tho welcome information that the pro- 
posed new, modern street lights at 
Nowton Corner and along Washington 
street will soon bo installed. Work 
on this Improvement is expected to he 
underway by the Edison Company 
within n few weeks. 


The Claims and Rules Committee 
held a meeting on Wednesday night 
and conducted hearings on several 
petitions. Attorney James P. Gallag- 
her, appearing for Mary E. O’Driscoll 
asked that Ills client bo granted per- 
mission to change a large single dwel- 
ling at 1281 Walnut street, Newton 
Highlands into a double dwelling. 

Jeremiah P. Driscoll of Boston 
asked for a waiver of set-back on a 
lot owned by him at 52 Walter street, 
corner of Parker street, Newton Cen- 
tre. Mr. Driscoll asked that the set- 
back on Walter street be 11 feet in- 
stead of 25 feet as specified by the 
Zoning Ordinance. It is a small cor- 
ner lot, 45 feet wide, and according to 
Mr. Driscoll cannot bo used unless a 
set-back is granted. A number of 
property owners In the vicinity ob- 
jected to the waiver being granted. 
Among them were John Gunnarson, 
176 Parker street, Richard Capstlck, 
164 Parker street, M. F. Cook, 44 Wal- 
ter street and Charles Mahoney of 36 
Walter street objected. They con- 
tended that to grant the waiver will 
depreciate the values of nearby prop- 
erties and will be unfair to the owners 
of these properties. Mr. Driscoll ex- 
pressed a willingness to sell the lot 
at a reasonable price and Mr. Gun- 
narson asked that an extension of 30 
days be granted on this matter to al- 
low a consultation on the purchase of 
the lot. 

Frank A. Page of Charlemont dis- 
trict, Newton Highlands, asked for a 
permit to erect a building at 127 
Charlemont street which would be a 
combined dwelling and a henhouse to 
quarter 2000 hens. He stated that the 
lot on which he wishes to erect this 
structure contains 15,000 square feet, 
is 50 feet wide and 300 feet deep. An 
owner of an abutting lot protested 
against the erection of an egg factory 
of this size so near to his property. 
Mr. Page was informed by Chairman 
Greben8teln of the Committee that the 
location asked for Is In a private resi- 
dence zone, where, according to the 
intent of the Zoning Ordinance busi- 
ness enterprises are not allowed to 
be established. 

Petitions were received from the 
New Englnnd Creamery Products Com- 
pany for another addition to the wagon 
shed at 120 Farwell street, Newton- 
vllle, and from James J. Lyons for a 
waiver of the set-back line on a lot 
of land owned by him at West Boule- 
vard road. Newton Centre from 25 
feet to 7*6 feet. This lot is at the 
corner of Ward street. 

J. D. McMullin had petitioned the 
aldermen for a renewal of a permit 
to conduct an automobile repair shop 
at 44 Rogers street, Newton Highlands. 
This location adjoins the bathing 
beach at Crystal Lake recently ac- 
quired by the city. 

Petitions have been received from 
the Middlesex & Boston and Edison 
companies asking that the former cor- 
poration be allowed to transfer owner- 
ship of poles to the latter. These 
poles are located on Crafts, Waltham, 
Walnut and Woodward streets.

The articles featured 
in this advertisement included ”Lux” 
and Ammonia. Youngsters who 
can thrive by eating "Lux ' and drink- 
ing ammonia must have extraordinary 
digestive systems. One thing is cer- 
tain, kids who could u..e such articles 
for food ought to be clean Internally. 


The young ladies who went to con- 
siderable trouble the past summer to 
acquire sun tanned backs would have 
been spared this bother had they been 
of the mulatto type. 


Former Governor Alvan T. Fuller 
says some things that meet with the 
approval of most folks, and then again 
he advances some views that seem 
strange coming from a man of his 
ability and experience. Mr. Fuller 
sides with residents of Boston, Chelsea 
and Revere who protest against the 
extra high rates which must be paid 
by automobile owners of these three 
cities for compulsory liability insur- 
ance. Mr. Fuller inquires as to the 
failure of State authorities to follow 
up the disclosures made last year con- 
cerning crooked lawyers who connived 
In obtaining money for fake claims 
of injuries alleged to have been re- 
ceived in automobile accidents. Honest 
persons in Massachusetts, especially 
honest persons who must pay appre- 
ciable premiums for compulsory liabil- 
ity Insurance, will agree with Mr. Ful- 
ler that dishonest claimants and shys- 
ter lawyers who obtained liability in- 
surance awards wrongly should be 
prosecuted. 


Another suggestion made by Mr. Ful- 
ler regarding differential rates in com- 
pulsory liability insurance is — that 
persons who have been in automobile 
accidents ought to pay higher rates 
than those who have not. Many au- 
toists who have been in accidents have 
een entirely blameless. Would Mr. 
Fuller have such owners of automo- 
biles penalized for the fault of others? 
An autoist is driving carefully along 
a street. A child suddenly darts in 
front of the car and is hit. The driver 
of the automobile is not to blame, but, 
according to Mr. Fuller’s suggestion, 
he would be penalized by being com- 
pelled to pay higher Insurance rates. 


Two cars are in collision. The 
driver who is to blame has witnesses 
who may not tell the truth. The 
driver who is not to blame has no 
witnesses. There have been cases 
when such a circumstance prevailed 
where the innocent party was adjudged 
guilty. Mr. Fuller’s suggestion re- 
garding insurance rates would not tend 
to improve such miscarriages of justice. 

Automobile drivers who have been 
convicted of driving while under the 
influence of liquor, who have been con- 
victed of reckless driving, who have 
been convicted more than once for 
"speeding,” who have been convicted 
for driving with defective brakes on 
their cars, such autolsts could justly 
be charged higher insurance rates. 

The many fatal airplane accidents 
which have occurred recently will not 
tend to make this mode of travel gain 
rapidly in popularity despite all the 
twaddle which is being disseminated 
about travel by air going to replace 
travel by vehicles which travel on 
rails, roads and water. When travel 
by air becomes safe, when airplanes 
will be constructed that can be floated 
gently to earth in case of mechanical 
defects developing, when some means 
of propulsion other than gasoline 
fuel motors will be invented, then 
travel by airplanes will become popu- 
lar with a large percentage of humans. 
Until such safeguards make air travel 
less hazardous the great majority of 
people will cling to the earth and the

ington and Market streets and entered 
a nearby saloon. As the Newton 
equipage was driven up to the door of 
the Albany House the colored porter 
hastened out to greet the guests who 
arrived in style. Opening the door of 
the booby he discovered no occupants 
in the vehicle and conveyed this in- 
formation to the amazed "Pat” who 
would not be convinced until he had 
dismounted from the box and gazed 
inside his conveyance. Although he 
made a tour ot all the saloons In 
Brighton that night searching for the

as those worthless were hidden in a 
back room at Reidy’s. But within a 
few days he encountered some of them 
and collected his fare.

There is continued criticism against 
the automatic operation of the traffic 
signals In the tower at Nonantum 
Square. The automatic operation 
unnecessarily slows up traffic and 
affords scant protection to pedestrian 
When the traffic officer is operating 
the signals motor vehicles are allowe 1 
to proceed without delay and other 
vehicles or pedestrians are not about 
to proceed against them. But, with 
the automatic operation of the sig- 
nals, automobiles are compelled to ho 
halted for 35 seconds even though 
no traffic is crossing in the other 
lines, or persons are crossing the 
square. The signals giving pedes- 
trians the right of way do not allow 
old folks sufficient time to cross the 
square and even younger people who 
start to cross when they see the 
yellow and red lights find themselves 
but a short distance out on the street 
when the lights change to green, and 
the pedestrians thus caught must 
dodge cars until they reach the 
opposite sidewalk.

ONE thing and another 

W By Ii. I). G. BENTLEY AV 


I deeply sympathize with those peo- 
ple who have become indignant at the 
criticism of women teachers by an in- 
dividual who in this article at least 
shall be nameless. Many good people 
have been moved to make oral or writ- 
ten replies because of their belief that 
this man’s assertions were unwar- 
ranted and unfair. I do hope that some 
of them will read this effusion of mine 
and accept it as a guide in the future. 

In the first place, to achieve all the 
advertising which the speaker in ques- 
tion obtained free of cost is a triumph. 
Firms and institutions are paying high 
salaries to “public relations men” and 
“contact men” and others who are 
nothing more than the old-fashioned 
“press agent” with a new name. The 
latter are expected to dress-up in at. 
attractive form what is merely adver- 
tising matter and employ ingenuity in 
inducing the newspapers to print it. 
If they can make it look enough like 
news to have it printed they have 
earned their salaries and possibly a 
promotion. The game is to get pub- 
licity for nothing when it should be 
paid for at regular advertising rates. 
It’s an old device — old as the hills but 
still full of vigor. 

I once heard a veteran newspaper- 
man describe some of the tricks of P. 
T. Barnum, the world’s greatest show- 
man and publicity fakir. Barnum ar- 
rived in Boston and put up at the Hotel 
Vendome. From there he telephoned 
the newspaper offices that he was in 
town. Each paper sent a man to the 
hotel. When the reporter who was first 
to arrive entered the hotel office Bar- 
num was talking to the clerk. The 
young reporter marched up to the desk 
and inquired for Mr. P. T. Barnum. 
“I’m Mr. Barnum,” said the circus 
wizard, “who are you?” 

"I’m a newspaper reporter,” came 
the reply. 

"Well, well,” said Barnum, “how did 
you know I was in Boston?” Then 
turning to the hotel clerk he remarked. 
"Isn’t it wonderful how the newsi- 
papers keep track of everything that 
is going on?” 

In telling me the story the veteran 
reporter remarked, "I would have liked 
to have shown the old rascal up but I 
thought I’d better not.” 

Now then — about our "educator” 
who assailed women teachers in his 
speech. I don’t know what his idea 
is but let me call your attention to 
these facts and you can figure it out 
for yourselves. 

The speech was made on the eve of 
the reopening of schools. No better 
or more timely hour for that kind of 
wisecracking. 

The speech was made in a place 
which is constantly looking for pub- 
licity and the head of which is not 
adverse to all the free space he can 
obtain in newspapers. 

The speech was made on Sunday af- 
ternoon. This gave the reporters 
plenty of time to get it to their papers 
and where it was more or less welcome 
because the Monday morning paper 
has more “room” than that of any 
other day in the week. 

Let me add that it is my opinion 
that women teachers need no defend- 
ers or apologists, but certain Individ 
uals need all the free advertising they 
can get. Without it they are "lost.”

I wonder if they do it for the fun of 
it or if they really are seriously seek- 
ing information. I know of a man who 
never meets a friend but he puts him 
through a sort of civil service test.

makes the most of every minute. Pos- 
sibly he can’t help it, but at any rate 
he has friends running the other way 
when they catch a glimpse of him. 

Now there are officials who believe 
that the conduct of their business can 
he best served by insisting that every 
employe All out a questionnaire. There 
is, of course, a sound reason for all 
this, but sometimes the soundness ex- 
ists only in the minds of the theorists 
who framed the questions. 

I feel that Newton people will be 
interested in the questionnaire sent 
out by the special commission created 
by this year’s Legislature for the pur- 
pose of studying salaries of county 
employees. The classiAcation is quite 
broad so that all types of workers are 
included. 

It is interesting to note how search- 
ing these questions can be made. 
Without quoting the entire question- 
naire let mo put down a few of those 
that struck me — well, I’d rather not 
sny how they struck me, but I would 
like to see what impression they may 
have on you. 

UndAr the caption, "Description of 
duties” we And this: "What work do 
you do? Describe each kind of work 
you do in a separate paragraph. List 
your regular duties Arst in the order 
of importance. Give your special or 
occasional duties last. Make your de- 
scription ns detailed as possible so as 
to give a clear picture of what your po- 
sition is. In the column at the left 
indicate your best estimate of the 
distribution of your time among the 
various tasks either in percentage of 
total time, or by hours." 

It stries me that the above should 
pretty nearly cover everything, but 
that. It seems, is only one of thirty- 
one questions. 

Here are some of the others. "Rate 
of pay, per hour, per day, per month, 
per year.” 

“Any additional allowances for 
room, quarters, house, fuel, light, heat, 
3 meals, 2 meals or 1 meal?” 

“Annual value of allowances?” 

"Regular working hours?’’ 

“Minutes for lunch?” 

“Regular hours on Saturday?" 

“Hours of overtime last year? Dur- 
ing what months?” 

“Duration of employment. Year 
round, seasonal, now and then, tem- 
porary?” 

“If seasonal, how many months? If 
broken, how many days a year do you 
work ordinarily?” 

“If work is temporary how many 
days from the start is it expected to 
last?” 

"Education. School grade, high 
school, college, other, total years, with 
description of any special certiAcates, 
degrees, etc.” 

The above is by no means the com- 
plete questionnaire, so don’t think for 
a moment that the person who Alls 
out the blank la allowed to escape with 
any such number of answers as that. 
Indeed, no. This questionnaire is the 
most extensive I have ever seen. I 
suppose it all means something, but I 
must say that I cannot understand 
what it is intended to accomplish.

If there is anything that seems in- 
curable it is bad manners. Children 
with stern parents may be forcibly 
convinced by parental control of tfie 
error of their ways, but adults who 
are “set” are practically impossible. 
I don’t contend that all rough-necks 
are poor and belong solely to the work- 
ing class any more than I say that all 
people of means are ladies and gentle- 
men. You will And good manners in 
the most unexpected places and when 
you do you are taken completely by 
surprise. I suppose the answer is that 
you see fewer well-mannered people 
than you do rude and rough individ- 
uals. 

What most irritates me in the daily 
exhiuition of impoliteness to which we 
are treated is that gven by motormen. 
Let some bewildered woman attempt 
to board the front end of a trolley car 
when she is expected to enter the rear 
door any the motorman will froth at 
the mouth. "Rear door,” he will yell,* 
as if he had been attacked by assas- 
sins and was screechm! for Help. It 
is enough to frighten We poor woman 
into hysterics Yet you see that prac- 
tically every day. 

I blame the system that has different 
rules for different lines. If you are 
riding between Harvard Square and 
Watertown you must use the front 
door. If on an Allston-Dudley street 
car you do the same Here in Newfon 
a passenger enters the rear door. Now 
how is anybody to know? Supposing 
someone who lives on the Watertown- 
Harvard Square line Ands himself or 
herself in Brighton and makes for the 
front door of a Newton-Watertown 
car. Is that any rason that the rao- 
torman should choke with anger and 
bawl his lungs out with “Rear door — 
what’s the matter with yer? Rear 
door, I said.” 

When we do see good manners — and 
we do occasionally on the trolleys and 
elsewhere — let us give thanks that the 
spirit of chivalry is not extinct. 

Several readers have spoken to me 
in approval of the reference In this 
column to the need of more policemen 
to patrol the streets of Newton. I 
have tried to make it clear that I am 
not criticising the oAlcers for failure to 
perform their duties. The fault is due 
partly to the wide areu which they are 
assigned to cover. As if it were not 
ridiculous to expect a man to cover 
fully a square mile, that same man is 
directed to let his route petroling 
slide and station himself at a Axed 
post in order to catch automobiles who 
ommit some slight infraction of the 
city ordinances. 

As to protection afforded property 
owners there is tills to ho said. The 
property owner has probably labored 
or hired workers to keep his lawn In 
good shape, trim the fruit trees or 
cultivate the garden. In consequence 
lie takes a great deal of pride in the 
results. Naturally he gets pretty sore 
when children, and sometimes grown- 
ups walk boldly into that lawn, or- 
chard or garden and destroy in a Jiffy 
what it has taken weeks or months to 
bring about. The property owner feels 
that lie should have police protection 
and is aggrieved when boys hunt 
horse-chestnuts all over Ills lawn ami 


pay not the slightest attention when 
the women folks order them off. The 
point of view of the property owner is 
easily understood. 

Now then for the other side. The 
policeman is inclined to feel that as a 
guardian of peace he possesses some 
of the qualities of Sherlock Holmes, 
Jack Dempsey, the Chief Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court and the 
State Registrar of Motor Vehicles. He 
is glad of an opportunity to prove any 
of these qualiAcations in an important 
problem. "Chasing kids" is not digni- 
i fled and the policeman who does it is 
more or less laughed at. 

My point is that police patrolmen 
cannot expect to have “big stuff” in 
the way of cases always on their 
hands. If they cover their routes and 
attend to all matters demanding their 
attention they will have earned their 
money. The property owner who ex- 
pects more of them is asking too 
much. When the two reach a mutual- 
understanding things will be handled 
to the satisfaction of everyone. 


I wonder if I amy indulge myself 
with one of my favorite hobbies? And 
that is the BulAnch front of the State 
House. I refer particularly to the in- 
terior. All who have visited it will 
now And good reason for doing so 
again and those who have never been 
there should lose no time in making a 
tOUr Of inspection. 

The beautiful new crystal chande- 
liers installed last week in the Execu- 
tive suite are worth a long journey. 
They carry one back to the old-fash- 
ioned Axtures for lamps that had dew- 
dads and dingle-dangle pieces of 
glass. Those now placed in the Execu- 
tive suite are magniAcent, especially 
the one in the Governor’s private of- 
Ace. They are no ordinary Axtures, 
but made ou the other side by expert 
glass-blowers. The whole idea is to do 
away with the Axtures installed thirty 
years ago and restore as near as can 
be done such as harmonize with the 
BulAnch urchitiecture. 

I cannot urge too strongly a visit 
to the State House to see those won- 
derful new Axtures. And dou’t stop 
there. Be sure and take in the Senate 
reception room which is one of the 
Anest examples of the simple aud dig- 
nified architecture of the last part of j 
the eighteenth century that one can 
find. 

I know a popular actress who never 
misses a visit to the reception room 
in tile Senute and who likes to view 
the attractive furnishings aud marvel 
over its charm and beauty, if people 
come miles and miles across the coun- 
try to do this it should seem to me to 
he worth the attention of residents of 
Greater Boston.

(Continued from Last Week) 


Story of the Jamboree 

The whole story of that wonderful 
Jamboree would take volumes and 
would be far beyond the power of 
words to describe. There were nearly 
50,000 Scouts and leaders from about 
50 countries of the world, all living 
under canvas for a period of two 
weeks. There was pageantry, demon- 
strations in Scout and camp craft — 
but most of all there was the fraterni- 
zation among the boys from all over 
the world. The fact that they could 
not speak one another’s language 
proved no barrier, for the sign lan- 
guage and a “make-up” lingo sufficed 
They traded or swapped everything 
imaginable. Directly across the street 
from the American Camp were the 
Duties; the third or fourth day a lit- 
tle Danish Scout came over to the 
American Camp — one among hundreds 
— and when he returned to his own 
camp, all he wore was his undershirt, 
but he had traded well, for he car- 
ried back an armful of stuff. The old 
Yankee spirit of trading is still very 
much alive in the young Americans, 
for they proved just as shrewd as the 
Scotch, who are very keen when it 
comes to trading or swapping. 

American Scouts returned to this 
country with all sorts of complete, 
and parts of foreign, uniforms. Our 
own Newton Scouts have badges from 
nearly every Scouting country of the 
world and cores of other inte.esting 
souvenirs of the trip. 

Scout Charles Frary, of Troop 7, 
West Newton, was the Scribe for the 


Trip and he has reams of notes, piles 
ot pictures, so that there will be a com- 
plete story soon. 

In addition, the Troop took over 
3,000 feet of movie film, which is be- 
ing developed now and will be cut and 
titled for public showing here at home 
as soon as possible. 

Newton’s Activities at the Jamboree 

This very sketchy account would not 
be complete without a word about the 
activities of Newton’s Troop at the 
Newton Troop acted as the Color 
Guard of the American Delegation, an 
honor conferred upon them because 
of the fact they were the first dele- 
gation from the United States to regis- 
ter completely for the Jamboree.

rangements completed, and we went to 
Liverpool. There, with the delega- 
tions from Short Hills, New Jersey, and 
Philadelphia, Penn., who were our 
companions during the entire trip, we 
entrained for Harwich. From Har- 
wich, we took the Channel Boat to 
Antwerp. At Antwerp, the next morn- 
ing after a very smooth crossing, we 
entrained for Brussels. 

At Brussels, we laid flowers on the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, and a 
most impressive and inspiring cere- 
mony it was.

Off to Cologne 

That afternoon we entrained for 
Cologne, Germany and saw the entire 
Belgian Countryside from train win- 
dows and moat interesting it was. We 
landed at Cologne late in the evening, 
but the next morning, most of us went 
to see the famous Cathedral and how 
wonderful the Middle Gaes stained 
glass windows were.^with morning sun 
through them. At the bridge head in 
Cologne, we saw the only statue of 
the Kaiser left in Germany. 

From Cologne we took th^ famous 
Rhine sail, landing at Bingen, having 
seen the Famous Lorelei and the 
Mouse Tower. We stayed at Heidel- 
berg and there visited the University 
and world-known Scliloss. 

Then we went to Lucerne, Switzer- 
land, stopping there two nights; going 
up Rigi Mountain and spending largely 
for wood-carvings of all sorts; seeing 
the Lion and two lovely old wooden 
bridges with their paintings. 

Then we were off to Paris, appar- 
ently the Mecca of all American Tour- 
ists abroad. We landed at the Gare 
de l’Est at midnight and went to the 
Hotel Francia. There we made home 
for three days.

In Paris, through the courtesy of the 
U. S. Embassy, we went to the Palace 
de l’Elysee of the President of France, 
vhere we presented our three-piece how 
and some Indian arrows to Colonel 
Grandchard, the military representa- 
tive of President Doumergue of France, 
who was away on a vacation. This 
was done with much ceremony; us the 
two companies of the Palace Guard, in 
Troop marched from the Palace, in 
full-dress uniform, were lined up and 
presented arms to the Troop, who stop- 
ped and returned the salute. 

| From the Palace we went to Eiffel 
Tower and went to the top.

After much "wangling” in 
French by Mr. Bruce, for none of the 
officers there could Hpeak English, we 
received permission and a permit to 
go right on the field, where scores of 
planes were taking-off and lunding, 
with the Second Oiflcer in command of 
the Field. He led us on and wo stood 
right on the spot where Lindbergh’s 
plane stopped after Ills trans-Atlantic 
flight. What a thrill that was! 

There we also saw the Paris-London 
plane, u tremendous one, take aboard 
its pussengera and take off for Lon- 
don A little later In flew and landed 
the Loudon-Parls plane und discharged 
Its passengers and baggage. Another 
t li rill was watching u French aviator 
do all sorts or stunts high in the sky. 

Off For Home 

On Wednesday morning, with our 
voluminous shopping completed, we 
took the truln for Cherbourg, where 
we were to take the S. S. Republic for 


home. As we were lined up waiting to 
go aboard the lighter, we went through 
the ceremony of making “Skipper” 
Gandolfo an Honorary Tenderfoot and 
member of our Troop for the wonder- 
ful way he treated us. 

On the lighter wc met the troops 
from Montclair, New Jersey and Eliza- 
beth, New Jersey, who also had been 
our companions on the Roosevelt, so 
we had a reunion then and there. 

Of the trip home, it was an enjoy- 
able nine days, for we were on our way 
HOME. The days flew, but none too 
fast for us! As we sailed up Boston 
Harbor from Quarantine, as we drew 
closer to the Pier there were our fam- 
ilies and friends and how we cheered 
and shouted. Then, the boat drew 
slowly In, we lined up and marched 
ofT onto the dock — HOME!

The Norumbega District School of Re- 
ligious Education will be conducted in 
four sections this Fall, Instead of In 
one, as In previous years.

“America for Me.” He said that one 
should leave the country to get a cor- 
rect idea of the United States illustrat- 
ing his thoughts by calling attention to 
an impressionistic painting where a 
close view only brought out what 
looked like daubs of color, aud which 
showed more and more beauty and de- 
tail as you moved farther aud farther 
away. Americans who had gone abroad 
appreciated more than the stay at 
homes, the wonderful opportunity and 
freedom of their native land. 

Dr. Stidger spoke of the proposed 
United States of Europe which he did 
not believe would become a reality on 
account of the jealousies and pre- 
judices of the various nations. Inci- 
dentally Dr. Stidger believed that 
within ten years Germany would dom- 
inate the commercial world.

The Board of Aldermen met Mon- 
day night and in a comparatively 
short time took action on one of the 
longest dockets which has been con- 
sidered for many months. The Fi- 
nance Committee met at 7 o’clock and 
was In consultation for a considerable 
time with Chief Burke on the matter 
of appropriating money to permit the 
appointment of two more sergeants in 
the Newton Police Department. This 
comparatively unimportant matter has 
consumed more of the time of mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee during 
the past couple of weeks than most 
of the other matters before the com- 
mittee. Chief Burke, through the 
Mayor had sent in a communication 
to the Aldermen at the meeting held 
on September 9 asking that $1235.06 
be appropriated to permit the appoint- 
ment of two more sergeants. Several 
members of the police force who 
aspired to the positions got busy and 
much pressure was brought to bear 
on members of the Finance Committee 
by many citizens of this burg. Largely 
as a result of the deliberations on this 
problem it was 8:30 Monday night 
when the Board was called to order 
by President Weeks. The members 
absent included Aldermen Bowen, 
Gallagher, Harte and Worth. 

The first matters on the docket were 
hearings announced on the petitions 
of the Edison Company for permits to 
construct underground conduits on 
Pearl street from Centre to Bacon, 
Bacon street near Washington and 
thence a short distance on the latter 
street. No opposition appeared against 
these petitions or against a petition 
of the Telephone Company for a per- 
mit to lay a conduit on Washington 
street at Newton Lower Falls from 
Concord street to the Wellesley line. 

No persons were present to oppose 
any of the following propositions: 
Petitions of Edison Company for pole 
locations on Irving street, Lewis 
street and Oakwood terrace: chang- 
ing and altering the grade of Water- 
town street, Nonantum. south side from 
east of Chapel street, easterly: relocat- 
ing and widening Watertown street on 
south side from west of Pearl street. 


westerly: taking certain parcels of 
real estate on Cedric and Rowena 
roads, Newton Centre for school pur- 
poses; taking land for drain and sewer 
on Intervale road from Bishopgate 
road to Hobart road. 

Alderman Grebenstein, reporting 
for the Claims and Rales Committee 
recommended that leave to withdraw 
be given to the petition of Frank A. 
Page for a permit to erect a combined 
dwelling and hennery at 127 Charle- 
mont street, Newton Highlands. Page 
proposed to keep 2000 hens in the 
building. Mr. Grebenstein stated that 
as this location is in a private resi- 
dence zone the aldermen cannot grant 
any permit for the establishment of a 
business there. The report was ac- 
cepted. 

Reporting as Chairman of the Traf- 
fic Committee, Mr. Grebenstein recom- 
mended that the traffic regulations be 
amended to make Boylston street from 
the Wellesley line to the Brookline 
line a one-way street going westerly 
on the north side and one-way going 
easterly on the south side. This com- 
mittee also recommended that the 
driveway at the B. & A. station in 
West Newton be made one-way from 
Chestnut street to Highland, going 
westerly; that parking on the entire 
south side of Elmwood street at New- 
ton be prohibited; that parking be 
limited to 30 minutes on Washington 
street. West Newton from Elm street 
to the B. & A. bridge, and on Wash- 
ington street. Newton between Bacon 
and Peabody streets. These recom- 
mendations were all accepted. 

Many accidents have occurred on 
Margin street and the Boston & Al- 
bany railroad asked for the restric- 
tion. A number of automotive serv- 
ice establishments are located along 
Elmwood syeet which is narrow. So 
many cars have been parked along 
this street that the Chief of Police 
deemed the prohibition of parking on 
the south side of this street necessary. 
The restriction of parking to 30 min- 
utes on Washington street between 
Elm street and the railroad bridge is 
in keeping with similar restrictions In 
effect in most business districts of 
the city. It was ordered in some de-

NEWTON VS. MALDEN 
OPENS 1929 SEASON 

Newton High will open Its 1929 
foothnll season with Malden High to- 
morrow afternoon on Claflin Field nt 
three o’clock. Inasmuch ns Mnlden Is 
planning to send along a host of sup- 
porters for their veteran aggregation 
which already is being looked upon as 
a possible state champion the New- 
ton fnns should make every effort to 
reach their seats early or they will 
bo forced to accept standing room. 
The Claflin Field stands will accom- 
modate but three thousand and these 
are sure to be filled to capnclty. 

The orange and black eleven Is an 
untried outfit while Malden has one 
victory chalked up on Its records, that 
of last Saturday over the Lynn Gen. 
Elec. Apprentices by a 32 to 0 score. 
The local team had a practice scrim- 
mage with Wellesley High on Tuesday 
of this week in preparation for the 
Malden encounter. The scrimmage 
ended without a score although New- 
ton had possession of the ball the 
greater part of the time and several 
times were inside the Wellesley twen- 
ty yard line. Many faults were dis- 
covered by Coach Sullivan and his 
assistant Charles Consodine and they 
have attempted to correct these the 
past few days. Newton's inability to 
score against Wellesley was due main- 
ly to the improper timing of the 
plays. This of course will come by 
continued practice and experience. It 
is sufficient to say that Newton has 
the makings of a very fair team, one 
that should hold its own with Its 
later season opponents, but it Is al- 
most too much to expect the orange 
and black to turn back the gold and 
blue of Malden this early in the sea- 
son. Newton's hopes are not too dis- 
mal but that the team will battle for 
everything and Malden will have to 
display real power to penetrate the 
Newton forward line. 

Coach Sullivan is still somewhat un- 
decided upon two of the positions in 
his starting line-up. They are at right 
tackle and left end. Fred Schlpper. 
letter man, will start at centre with 
Clement McCarthy and Bernard Litch- 
field in reserve. Schipper weighs but 
150 pounds while his opponent, Ray- 
mond Perry is but three pounds heav- 
ier. Edgar Moore and Arthur Boughan 
are certain to he at right and left 
guards for Newton when the whistle 
blows. Moore Is the heaviest man on 
the local squad, weighing 182 while 
Boughan is one of the two smallest. 
The scales show his weight at 130 
pounds. Local fans will remember 
Boughan’s playing in the early games 
of last season when he gave promise 
of developing into one of the outstand- 
ing linemen on the team despite his 
lack of weight. His strength and 
speed more than make up for this 
shortcoming. Moore is exceptionally 
fast for his weight and he and Boug- 
han make a fine pair of running 
guards. Watch them tomorrow. Mal- 
den’s guards are Robert Lapidus, 170 
pounds, and Richard Hill, 185 pounds 
with the former opposite Moore and 
the latter facing Boughan. Lapidus 
will also do the punting for Malden 
as he has been kicking considerably 
further than John O’Brien, Malden 
halfback, in practice sessions this 
week. 

Malden will have some advantage 
in weight at the tackle berths. Gor- 
don Lindbergh, 170, will start at left 
tackle for Newton. He is a tall rangy 
lad that reminds one of Creighton Gat- 
chell, former Newton centre. Lind- 
bergh is a transfer from Evanston, Il- 
linois, where he was a letter man and 
highly rated tackle. The battle for 
the right tackle berth is still being 
waged by James Colligen, 178, and 
Joe Frechette, 162. with the latter 
perhaps having a slight edge. Lind- 
bergh will probably do the kicking 
off for the home team. Malden’s 
tackles are George Fenton, 205 
pounds, and Matthew Suvalsky, 170 
pounds. Fenton is one of the out- 
standing linemen on the blue and gold 
outfit. He will kick off for the visit- 
ors. 

Curiously both the Newton and Mal- 
den teams have a John McCarthy at 
right end although, naturally they will 
not oppose each other. McCarthy of 
Newton is basketball captain-elect and 
saw considerable experience at end 
last year although failing to receive 
his letter because of the wealth of 
other end material on the squad. His 
basketball experience has aided him 
materially in grabbing off forward 
passes. He is also a good tackier 
and the Malden backs will find him 
breaking in on many of their plays. 
The Malden McCarthy weighs 180 
pounds, about thirty more than the 
Newton end. Newton’s left end will 
he either Robert Nickerson or Don- 
uld Bosworth with the chances of both 
being in the game sometime certain. 
Malden's left end is Max Winerman, 
175 pounds. 

The Newton starting backfleld will 
probably be Stromboinz at quarter- 
hack, Elrod and Norton, left and right 
halfbacks and Henry Furden, the sec- 
ond letterman on the squad, at full- 
back. Walter Blackler, one of the 
best looking backs on the field would 
Ire an almost certain starter at quar- 
torbuck if he were eligible. He Is 
just up from junior high school and 
Is shy one credit which will keep him 
out of the line-ups until November 
first when it is expected that lie will 
have made up the condition. He is the 
bent punter on the squad and in ad- 
dition looks good ns u ball carrier. 
His biggest wenkness Is the inability 
to pass which should come with teach- 
ing. With two more years ahead of 
him he should develop into a great 
triple threat. 

Of the starting backfleld group 
Perry Elrod is the fastest — in fact the 
fastest man on the squad. Willi good 
interference to start him off he may 
break loose on a long run at any 
time. Furden is the line plunger on 
the team and can be counted on for 
a gain of a few yurds most anytime. 
His experience of last yeur when he

NO MALDEN WIN 

FOR TEN YEARS 


The game tomorrow between the 
Newton and Malden high school foot- 
ball teams marks the resumption of 
relations between the two schools on 
the gridiron for the first time since 
1923. At the close of that school 
year the Malden school dropped out 
of the Suburban league circuit and 
since that date the football elevens 
have not met although the baseball 
teams are annual opponents. Not 
since 1919 has the Malden football 
team scored a victory over the orange 
and black of Newton. 

In the last meeting between the 
two, that in 1923, the game ended in 
a 3 to 3 tie. Tommy Gilligan had 
kicked a field goal from his 15-yard 
line early in the first period to give 
Newton the lead. The score had come 
following the recovery of a punt 
fumbled by Jackson of Malden. In 
the third period Malden reached the 
Newton 25-yard line only to have the 
Newton line hold them. Charlie Hol- 
den, Malden back, booted a placement 
goal from his 35-yard line to tie the 
score. The game was at Malden. 

The previous year on Claflin Field 
Coach Dickinson’s team won by a 12 
to 7 score. Malden had lead up to 
the last minute of play by a single 
point, 7f-6, when one of Jadkson’s 
forward passes was Intercepted by 
Hamilton Oakes, Newton centre, who 
ran 65-yards for the winning touch- 
down. 

In 1921 Malden lead the Newton 
team 7 to 0 at the beginning of the 
fourth period when Newton loosened 
up with its series of lateral pass plays 
to score two touchdowns and win, 13 
to 7. In 1920 with Malden leading 3 
to 0 by a field goal in the first period 
Newton ran their opponents ragged in 
the latter part of the game to win 
by the comfortable margin of 20 to 
3. Prior to that period Malden had 
enjoyed a series of victories which 
stretched over a period of several 
years. 


the line. Warren Norton is a good 
interfering back. 

Malden has a veteran back field of 
which Sam Fishman and John O’Brien 
are the outstanding players. Both are 
halfbacks with Peter Prusak starting 
at quarter and George Beaman at full- 
back. 

Some interesting figures are uncov 
ered in comparing the weights of the 
players on botli teams although it has 
been repeatedly been proven that a 
fast light team can outplay a slower 
and heavier outfit. Malden’s line from 
tackle to tackle averages 176 pounds 
per man with a great portion of It 
centre at left tackle where the 205- 
pound Fenton plays. Newton’s lino 
averages but 162 pounds per man with 
Moore’s 182 pounds and Boughan’s 130 
pounds making considerable difference 
in the balance. The backflelds are 
nearer an even basis with Malden 
averaging 156 and Newton 149. Here 
again the Newton weight Is down be- 
cause of the 130-pound Strombom. 
Not having witnessed the Malden team 
in action it cannot be said that either 
team is faster than its opponent. Time 
will answer that question. 

Should Malden run up a score In 
the early part of the game the New- 
ton coach will probably use nearly 
every man on the team but if the 
game should prove a close battle the 
first string outfit will stay in as long 
as advisable. Newton’s second and 
third string centres have been men- 
tioned. The reserve guards are Wil- 
liam Gowoll, John Hodgkins and 
William Giles. The tackles are 
William Kenslea, Ernest Hamilton 
and George Gulian. The reserve ends 
are Reggie Bankart, Francis Barba, 
and Joe Pescosolido. In the backfleld

GILL OUT BY ONLY 

A FEW DAYS 


John Gill, a substitute on the 1928 
Newton High football team, is in- 
eligible for this year’s team by a mat- 
ter of three days according to a rul- 
ing made to Coach Sullivan by the 
Newton school authorities this week. 
When the Mass. Headmasters’ Asso- 
ciation clarified the drastic so-called 
“three-year” ruling which they passed 
last spring at an executive committee 
meeting recently it was thought that 
the Newton player might be permitted 
to play this fall. The clarified rules 
state that a schoolboy athlete may 
compete for six or eight semesters 
in high school according to whether 
his entrance is from junior high or 
grammar school. The year is divided 
Into two semesters, containing an 
equal number of days of school, and 
to be counted as a student for any 
particular semester an attendance of 
45 days is the requirement. Early in 
his high school career Gill was ill 
with pneumonia for several weeks. 
Investigation of the school records 
show that he was in school during 
the semester in question on 48 days. 
The presence of Gill on the team this 
fall would haVe been a great aid to 
the Newton coaches. Gill stands 
nearly six feet and weighs around 
180 pounds. He would have filled 
the right tackle berth, now the big- 
gest line problem, in fine style.

GUN CLUB WINS IN SUPERIOR 
COURT 


(Continued from Page 1) 


Anyway, when the Waltham Gun 
Club was organized and commenced 
to hold “skeet” shoots on Pine Island, 
protests began to pour in to police 
headquarters from distracted residents 
of neaTby Auburndale. Among these 
residents who testified against the 
club at Cambridge on Wednesday was 
William Cullen of 251 Lexington 
street. Mr. Cullen testified that on 
June 8 between 1:30 and 4:30 p. m. he 
counted 871 shots from the “skeet” 
shooters’ guns on Pine Island. These 
shots sounded like backfiring from 
huge motor-trucks and so told on Cul- 
len’s nerves that he had to cease 
working in his garden. Attorney How- 
ard asked Cullen if he had been in 
the late war and received an affirma- 
tive answer. Howard next inquired 
if the shooting in that fray had dis- 
turbed the witness, and Mr. Cullen 
very naturally answered that it did. 

Frank C. Robey of Lexington street, 
like Mr. Cullen also had to quit work- 
ing in his garden when the racket 
from the guns of the Nimrods who 
were annihilating the clay pigeons 
became unendurable. John F. Con- 
nolly of 281 Lexington street, a letter 
carrier, testified that he likewise, had 
to cease working in his garden when 
the “skeet” marksmen were putting 
over their barrage. Connolly retired 
to his house and started the radio to 
get some relaxation after having been 
put to rout from his garden, but the 
radio could not be heard with the 
incessant banging of the “skeeter3” 
guns. A number of women from the 
neighborhood testified they had to 
leave their homes when the shooting 
was in process at the Gun Club. 

Attorney Howard presented as an 
expert witness William H. Foster, who 
knows all about “skeet” shooting. 
Foster testified that 6,250,000 persons 
in the United States possess licenses 
to allow them to “skeet” shoot, and 
that oply 500 of these belong to tne 
Waltham Gun Club. It would be in- 
teresting to know just where the 
other 6,249,500 “skeeters” do their 
stuff. Mrs. Elizabeth Buswell pre- 
sented as a “gold star mother” testi- 
fied that she owns a camp near the 
Gun Club "skeet” range and that on 
one of the days when a tournament 
was in progress there she had four 
shell shocked former service men as 
guests. Neither she nor her guests 
were disturbed by the shooting, which 
she stated resembled the popping of 
toy guns. Another guest at Mrs. Bus- 
well’s camp, Mrs. Mary Fisher, testi- 
fied that her very nervous Pekingese 
dog slumbered serenely while the 
shooting was being done at the Gun 
Club. Mrs. Agnes Sanderson of For 
est Toad, Waltham, 120 yards from 
the “skeet” range, testified that oi- 
April 19 when a shoot was on, nei- 
ther phe nor a sick child in her home 
were bothered by the noise. The jury 
was out but about 10 minutes and 
brought in a verdict favoring the Gun 
Club.

THE NAMES OF CUNARD SHIPS 

Where and how the great trans- 
oceanic Steamship Companies obtain 
names for the swift, luxurious liners 
that traverse the sea-lanes and the 
sturdy freighters that plow their 
courses across the heaving water of 
the seven seas is somewhat a mystery 
to the average landsman. 

Little do they realize that much 
thought and study is given to this big 
question. Little do they know of the 
great amount of study into ancient and 
modern history, biography and geog- 
raphy that officials of these ocean 
transport lines give to this subject. 
But it is a fact that it has taken a 
deal of thought, a plethora of poring 
through musty editions to give names 
to the thousands of passenger and 
freight ships that bind the uttermost 
ports of the earth into close communi- 
cation. 

In order to distinguish their ships 
from those of any other trans-Atlantic 
Line, The Cunard Steam Ship Co., 
which has sailed passenger steamships 
from Great Britian to Boston and New 
York for close to ninety years, at the 
very beginning of their operation 
adopted the suffix “ia” to all names 
for their ships. Thus, Mauretania, 
which for many years has held the 
record for fast crossing of the At- 
lantic, record for fastest days run and 
for actual hourly speed, is the ancient 
name given the northwest portion of 
Africa now Morocco and Western Al- 
geria. 

Berengaria was the English Queen, 
wife of Richard, the Lion Hearted. 

Of the Anchor Line steamers the 
Caledonia bears the name of Ancient 
Scotland, the Cameronia was named 
after Cumeron of Lochiel,* head of 
Clan Cameron; the California was 
named after our own Golden State on 
the Pacific Coast. 

Another Line of trans-Atlantic 
steamships uses the suffix “ic“ on all 
of its ships, still another always ends 
its numo in “land.” The best known 
of the trans-Pacific and uround-the- 
world Steamship Lines adopted the 
word “President,” thus the President 
Monroe, President Huyea and so on 
down through the list of American ex- 
ecutives. 

When the United States Shipping 
Board, during the World War and im- 
mediately following began its ship- 
building progrum and turned bottoms 
out by the score, the officials were 
hard hit as to names for this great 
armada of fruight and combination 
passenger and freight ships. Then 
somebody hit on the idea of naming 
ono type with the beginning “Lake" 
because they were built oil the Great 
Lakes, another type was started with 
the word “West” since they were 
hull on the Pacific Coast, and for 
yours these ships plied between the 
principal ports of the world. 

Recently the Cunard and Anchor 
Lines published a list of the names 
of the trans-Atlantic liners with the 
meaning of each name. Reaching down 
into ancient history und mythology 
these officials took names of places, 
goddesses and even persons from nil 
over tile world. 

Tims, Aluuniu, was a district in un 
ancient province of Austriu; Anfianiu, 
a town in ancient Greece; Antonia, u 
Roman town named for the Emperor, 
Mark Antony; Aquituniu, the richest 
of Hie three divisions of ancient Gaul; 
Ascuniu, a German dynusty founded

Maintaining that religion was a nat- 
ural, unquenchable force surging in 
human life, Rev. M. A. Kapp of the 
Washington Park Universalist Church 
made forceful answer to the scepticism 
of the critics of modern religion in a 
sermon last Sunday, entitled “Are 
There Unshakable Foundations for 
Any Religion?" Mr. Kapp declared 
that church, Bible, miracles, divine 
personalities, rituals and codes of 
ethics were all unsafe depositories of 
religious belief. “The unshakable 
foundation of religion is to be found 
in ‘experience’ — in a personal con- 
sciousness of the mysterious feeling 
we describe as religious. And the 
supreme test of such a religious feel- 
ing is this: Does it enhance life by 
creating new power, new vitality, new 
energy for progressive living?” 

In the light of this conclusion, and 
freed from the hindrances that clutter 
both orthodoxy and Protestantism, 
what is the plafce of the Liberal 
Church today? Catholicism is en- 
trenched in supernaturalism. Protes- 
tantism is generally endeavoring to 
reconcile itself, with some degree of 
dignity to the new thought which has 
threatened its fundamental tenets. 
Liberalism, standing on the threshold 
of freedom in thought is today in a 
unique position to meet the religious 
life of the twentieth century with (1) 
a broad educational program: (2) u 
powerful spiritual outlook, and (3) a 
great co-operative plan of living. 

Mr. Kapp will speak this Sunday 
on the subject: “The Task of the 
Liberal Church in the Twentieth Cen- 
tury."

Alderman Hawkins reporting for 
the Licenses Committee recommended 
thnt J. D. McMullin bo allowed to 
continue to operate an automobile re- 
pair shop under a specinl permit on 
land near Crystal Lake which the 
city has seized for the bathing beach 
reservation. Other petitions reported 
favornhly upon by the Licenses Com- 
mittee and granted by the Board 
were — Mrs. Margaret Sutcliffe, em- 
ployment office, 409 Centre street; 
Ellen J. Cunningham, employment of- 
fice. 305a Washington street; F. 
Louise Calvert Increased storage of 
gasoline to 1000 gallons and one extra 
pump at rear of 59 Elmwood street;

Newtonville avenue; Heffron Motor 
Car Company two 1st class taxi 
licenses at 1239 Washington street.

An echo of the controversy between 
the Waltham Gun Club and residents 
of Auburndale was heard when Chair- 
man Hawkins of the Licenses Commit- 
tee reported that the committee would 
make a favorable report to the Secre- 
tary of the Commomvealth on the pe- 
tition of Albert Steffens of 34 Whittier 
road and Bert Burrell of Glenridge 
road for certificates of incorporation 
in this organization.

The Secretary of 
the Commonwealth wrote to the City 
Clerk giving the information that the 
aldermen cannot refuse to act favor- 
ably on petitions for certificates of 
incorporation unless those applying 
have been convicted of violations of ; 
the liquor law, the gaming law or 
other criminal acts. 

Alderman Gordon opposed the favor- 
able report on this matter until he re- 
ceived the explanation of the com- 
munication from the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth. He suggested that 
the Secretary be informed of the 
verdict found against the Waltham 
Gun Club in the Newton court. An 
appeal was taken from this verdict 
and the case will be tried shortly in 
the Superior Court. Alderman Smith | 
will be one of the witnesses against 
the Club.

Orders were passed authorizing the 
laying out and acceptance of Aller- 
ton, Rowena, Wauwinet, Cedric and 
Rotherwood roads under the General 
Law; altering and widening corners 
on Fairmont avenue and Withington 
road; widening Wesley street. The 
offer of a 2 \'» acres plot at Oak Hill 
Village from Arnold Hartmann for a 
public park w’as accepted. 

Alderman Collins, chairman of the 
Finance Committee reported that the 
committee recommended the appro- 
priation of $617.53 to permit the ap- 
pointment of another sergeant in the 
police department. Mr. Collins told 
of the conference between the Finance 
Committee and the Chief of Police 
last year when the latter stated that 
by being allowed to appoint an addi- 
tional sergeant he would have 8 in 
the department which is sufficient. 
His reason for asking for two more 
sergeants was to permit the promotion 
to this rank of two men, one who is 
doing inspector’s work nnd the other 
who has done such meritorious work 
tiiat promotion ought to be given him. 
The committee did not favor any ap- 
propriation at this time as there is no 
real need for more sergeants. But as 
Inspector King has acquired valuable 
experience in the inspectors’ oilice and 
his rating as the leading man on the 
eligible list for appointment to ser- 
geant will expin* in December it is 


desirable thnt ho obtain the promotion 
because it will place him in lino for 
promotion to the rank of lleutonnnt 
should either of the othor Inspectors 
he ndvanced when vacancies occur in 
tlio two highest rnnks of the police 
department next year or the following 
year. The Finance Committee also 
thought thnt possibly an inspector 
with the rank of sergeant might ob- 
tain moro assistance from other police 
departments than an inspector who 
has not this dignity. 

Referring to the request of the 
Chief thnt n second additional sergeant 
he authorized to afford promotion for 
meritorious service, Alderman Collins 
stated it is not good policy to adopt 
such a practice nnd thnt the police- 
man in question can be promoted 
when a vacancy occurs.

NEWTON HOSPITAL 


During the week ending September 
7th thoro were 121 patients in the 
hospital. Of this numbor, 45 were 
paying ns much ns cost of enre, or 
more, 50 paid less than cost of care 
and 26, Including bnbles, were treated 
freo of charge: 18 babies wore born, 
11 hoys nnd 7 girls. There wero 113 
visits mndo to the oul-patlent depart- 
ment, 8 social service visits nnd 5 pa- 
tients transported by the social serv- 
ice cnr. 

Of tho 22 accldont cases cared for 
during tho week six were automobile 
accidents: four men, one with a 
shoulder injury, one with lacerations 
of the left hnnd, one with concussion, 
and one with a lacerated finger. The 
other two were boys, one witli a slight 
concussion and the other also with 
concussion. Six men wero treated for 
injuries of various kinds; one for a 
crushed finger caused by jnmming be- 
tween two planks, one with n foreign 
body in his eye, one with an infected 
hnnd. one with a lacerated finger 
caused by a piece of glass, one with 
a lacerated nose caused by a piece 
of iron, nnd one with a fracture nt 
the base of the spine caused when 
he fell twenty feet into a ditch. 
Eight boys were admitted, one with a 
lacerated forehead caused when he 
fell down stairs, one with a sprained 
ankle caused while playing football, 
one with a lacerated head caused by 
a stone, one with a lacerated scalp 
caused by a wrench, one with a 
crushed finger enused by two stones, 
one with a fractured wrist, caused 
when he fell from a fence, and one 
with a fractured wrist caused while 
at play, and one with an injury to his 
left ear caused by a golf club. Two 
women were treated, one for a dog- 
bite, and one for lacerations and mul- 
tiple bruises.

The annual Tennis Tournament 
between the nurses of the Massachu- 
setts General, Deaconess, Peter Bent 
Brigham, and Newton is under way.

Of this number 53 paid as 
much as cost of care, or more, 47 
paid less than cost of care, and 39, 
including babies, were cared for free 
of charge: 21 babies were born, 11 
boys and 10 girls: 110 patients were 
cared for in the out-patient depart- 
ment: 9 accident cases were admitted 
to the accident ward: 11 social serv- 
ice calls were made at the home, and 
7 patients transported by the social 
service car. 

On Wednesday evening, September 
IS, the executive committee of the 
Trustees met at the hospital. 

On July 1, 1929 the Newton Public 
Library established a branch at the 
hospital for the use of the patients. 
It has been greatly enjoyed by those 
patients who are able to use the privi- 
lege. Miss Sally Sector is in charge 
at present, visiting the hospital each 
Monday and Friday afternoon. About 
seventy books are exchanged or dis- 
tributed twice a week. 

Of the nine accident cases treated 
during the past week only one was 
the result of an automobile accident. 
This was a man who died from in- 
ternal injuries caused when he was 
crushed between two cars. Four boys 
were treated for different injuries: 
one for a needle In his foot, one for 
a fractured leg caused when he fell 
while playing, one for an infected 
wound in his foot caused by a nail, 
and one for a laceration of his right 
arm caused by glass from a broken 
bottle. Two men wore treated, one 
for an abrnsion of his left leg caused 
by a piece of steel, and one for a 
laceration on his chin caused by a 
golf ball. One woman was treated 
for a needlo in the palm of her hand, 
and one girl for a broken nose.

t ho professional legitimate stage it is 
of local Interest to find that the Mayor 
of Boston has forbidden the produc- 
tion In bis city of Eugene O'Neill’s 
play “Strange Interlude.” Defenders 
of the Ho-called “art In the theatre" 
have waxed Indignant to think that 
the Mayor should have taken this ac- 
tion. Tlioy nre critical of censorship 
and do not hesitate to condemn an 
ofllclal who exercises his authority. 
What they really resent Is being told 
that they may not witness the produc- 
tion of a play of which they have 
heard a great deal. 

I haven’t any doubt but what there 
are Newton residents who will be dis- 
appointed because this play Is not to 
be given In Boston. For all I know 
they may be among those who have 
bought their tickets In advance. Of 
course they will get their money back, 
but that will not satisfy all of them. 
“Strange Interlude” Is one of those 
plays that has been talked of every- 
where end naturally many nre eager 
to see if the dialogue Is as “terrible” 
as the stories they have heard about 
it. 

Personally, I have no sympathy 
with theatrical performances that are 
not clean. I suppose I shall be put 
down as among the lowest of low- 
brows but whether the play is superb- 
ly acted and magnificently staged 
makes no difference to me if I am com- 
pelled to listen to speeches that under 
other circumstances would be declared 
to be obscene. Assuming the author 
of "Strange Interlude” Is a master 
craftsman at dramatic construction 
and the players among the most skill- 
ed In the profession, what Is there to 
be gained by attending such a per- 
formance? Certainly no mental im- 
provement if as the Mayor of Boston 
says, it presents “a disgusting spec- 
tacle of immorality, and advocacy of 
atheism and of domestic infidelity.” 

I know that I am making state- 
ments that will be challenged by those 
who long for “things that are worth 
while” in the theatre. I still cling to 
my opinion that the stage is not the 
place to trot forth the filth that is at 
all other times properly condemned. 
If somebody should ask if I under- 
stand and appreciate, this "wonderful" 
play I shall be forced to reply that it 
is merely my personal view based on 
a reading of it. 

I have long entertained the notion 
that we have been too liberal with 
our stage. But, putting that aside, 
much of the reputed "high art” in the 
drama of which we hear is largely 
bunk. Along with the highly com- 
mendable effort to introduce a system 
of theatrical productions which would 
encourage interest in the drama there 
has been created an alleged apprecia- 
tion of intellectual values. Somebody 
who is supposed to have a reputation 
as a high-brow is quoted as having 
said, “You ought to see the new play 
by O’Phudge. It’s mjwcdous,” That 
comment from “a notable authority” 
Is repeated by Mrs. A to Mrs. B and 
so on. The husbands are also told of 
this great play and soon a lot of 
people are raving enthusiastically 
over a play they haven’t seen or read. 
It has become the "thing to do” and is 
being done by the "smart” crowd and 
those who admire and try to follow 
them. 

If one set of theatrical managers 
present a play it is said to be a com- 
mercial enterprise. If another group 
of producers offer a sensational nov- 
etly it is “art.” So strong is the influ- 
ence of the latter that should an actor 
in their company walk down to the 
footlights and stick his tongue out at 
the audience a lot of people would ap- 
plaud vigorously and declare it "art.”

tablished to protect the people from ir 
responsible drivers against whom, in 
case of an accident for which they 
were to blame, a claim for damages 
might be made and a settlement ob- 
tained. Many drivers had been found 
who had been involved in accidents 
and met a request for payment with. 
"Well, I haven’t got anything, what 
are you going to do about it?” There- 
fore. compulsory insurance was the 
logical answer. 

Does any body want to drop the 
whole idea and have no such thing as 
compulsory automobile liability insur- 
ance or substitute something similar 
to that law enacted last year in New 
York state? Here a driver may have 
one accident and not meet any finan- 
cial responsibility but will be required 
to take out insurance in case he should 
get in trouble a second time. 

There is no State. I am informed, 
which has a law similar to that of Mas- 
sachusetts.

Reports were made on w’ork of the 
past summer in the two Daily Vacation 
Church Schools of the district, name- 
ly at Newtonville and at Watertown. 
The total enrollment of these two 
places was 280 children between the 
ages of 6 and 14. 

Various activities for the year 
were discussed and plans suggested, 
such as Reading campaigns, Lantern 
slide rental, Service committee, etc. 
More will be heard from the District 
along these lines later. 


CHILDREN’S MUSEUM 


This week the Children’s Museum 
is swinging into its fall activities with 
a bang. First and foremost must be 
mentioned the Sunday afternoon (Sep- 
tember 29th) illustrated lecture at 3:30 
by Dr. Moses J. Eisenberg, of Roxbury, 
who early this summer toured the 
Yellowstone National Park and took 
motion pictures as he went.

It is a 
fascinating story. Specimens of some 
of these much-travelled seeds will be 
shown. Admission is free. 

The October schedule of lecture les- 
sons for schools is out this week, as 
follows: Grades I to IV "Seed Travel- 
ers in Autumn,” or "Ohlyesa and li is 
Teachers.” Oliiyesa is a little Indian 
bov, and his teachers are the wild uni 
mals of the great forest in which he 
lives, Chagoo, the bear, Wanahon, the 
fox, and all the rest. Grades V to 
VIII. Nature, “Crickets and Grass- 
hoppers.” Resources of our Earth, 
“The Story of Sulphur.” ThiB is a mo- 
tion picture showing how sulphur Is 
melted 1000 feet underground and 
brought to the surface; the muny uses 
of sulphur. Travel and History, “Early 
Beginnings: China, Mother of Civiliza- 
tion.” These lecture lessons are fully 
illustrated with specimens, picture 
charts, lantern slides and motion pic- 
tures.

KIWANIS CLUB 


City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett 
was the speaker at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Newton Kiwanis Club on 
Tuesday at Newton Centre. Mr. Bart- 
lett commented on the fact that since 
Newton became a city in 1874 there 
have been but four City Solicitors, 
Messrs. Thatcher, Slocum, Bishop and 
himself. He told of having been of- 
ered the position by Mayor Childs 
nine years ago soon after he had been 
appointed as a member of the Civil 
Service Commission by Governor 
Coolidge. The City Solicitor briefly 
outlined some of the duties incumbent 
on whoever holds this office and told 
of incidents which ocurred in the long 
contest which the city had to wage in 
acquiring the Byfleld property as part 
of the Underwood School site. He re- 
ferred to three important pieces of 
legislation which he had assisted in 
having enacted into laws during the 
time he has held the position of this 
city’s legal adviser. These are the 
Zoning Ordinance, the Contributory 
Pension Act for the employees of 
Newton and the Bill Board Law'. 

Mr. Bartlett paid a tribute to Mayor 
Childs, stating that during all the 
years he has held office the Mayor 
never has attempted to influence him 
either for personal or political pur- 
poses. In many cities those holding 
the office of City Solicitor act as 
political managers for the mayors and 
allow their decisions to be swayed by 
political expediency. He also assert- 
ed that he has never detected any 
signs of graft in any of the depart- 
ments of this city’s organization and he 
believes that New'ton stands head and 
shoulders over most municipalities 
both in the courteous treatment ac- 
corded to citizens by city officials 
here, in the honesty of those who are 
elected to municipal offices in Newton 
and in the efficient conduct of city af- 
fairs.

Whalin, who with James P. Gallagher 
was representing the Newton Kiwanis 
Club at the New England convention 
at Poland Spring, Vice-President Will 
White presided at the meeting. Hugh 
Boyd and “Bill” Skelton co-operateil in 
leading the singing.

States, to undertake Important out- 
standing occasional activities, and to 
furnish a sound financial basis for the 
organization. 

The necessities of the States for 
their fifty per cent, of the moneys 
raised are ns varied ns the differing 
conditions in each State. So far as 
the General Federation is concerned 
the fund when raised is to be invested 
and only the Interest used for such 
purposes as has been indicated. 

So far ns the State is concerned, 
It is Increasingly desirable that It 
shall have a Foundation Fund, which 
may be used for other expenses than 
those the Endowment Funds usually 
made restrictive. 

The plan has been approved for 
the General Federation treasurer to re- 
ceive from a State Foundation Funds 
in units of $500.00, so that the money 
may be put to work at once. When 
a State has $1,000.00 or multiple of the 
same, it sends the General Federa- 
tion fifty per cent, and retains Its 
fifty per cent. 

The earlier the Fund is obtained 
the sooner the State reaps its own 
benefit. 

This will be the incentive and the 
reward for labors and efforts of busy 
Clubwomen who have one more piece 
of work given to them for fulfillment. 

The States have been divided Into 
six regional groups, Masachusetts be- 
ing in the first, which is represented 
by Mrs. Walter S. Comly, of Comly 
avenue, Port Chester, N. Y., and it 
consists of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, 
Connecticut, New York, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, and Delaware.

General Federation 

ENDOWMENT FUND. Varied and 
interesting as are the avenues of work 
and investigation of the General Feder- 
ation, the one that possibly holds most 
vital interest for the coming year is 
the raising of the $2,000,000 Fund for 
its endowment of aims in the future. 
The date by which this sum is to be 
raised is the Biennial of 1932, and 
even with three years in which to sub- 
scribe this sum, the warning and ad 
vice of the chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, Mrs. Robert J. Burdette, to 
Clubwomen the country over is “to do 
it now.” This, of course, means the 
raising of the individual Club quota. 
The methods to be used in securing 
each State quota aro not dictated by 
the General Federation, hut are left 
to tlie devices and discretion of each 
State group of Clubwomen. 

At the Biennial Convention at At- 
lantic City in 1926, a Board of Trus- 
tees was created for the purpose of 
raising a General Federation Fund. 
The method of raising the Fund was 
approved at the Swampscott Council 
meeting, June 1929, there having been 
meanwhile much discussion and prop- 
aganda on various methods. 

The plan adopted is a quota plan, 
based on the actual Club membership 
of each State calling for a per capita 
of $2.50. Of the sum total of $2,000,- 
000, one-lialf to go to the General 
Federation, and ouc-half to such States 
as participate in the campaign pro- 
portioned to the umount raised in each 
State. 

A letter has been sent to each State 
president containing at length the de- 
tails for a campaign suggesting thut if

schemes; If by 

2. The Individual Club Unit, a list 
of activities t hut might he em- 
ployed. The Trustees will be glad 
to furnish such data us they liave, 
and tlie General Federation Head- 
quarters will give ull assistance 
possible. 

The necessity for a Foundation Fund 
for the General Federation has been 
set forth under nine headings, ampli- 
fied to extend the work of tlie Depart- 
ments and render more help to the

TERCENTENARY NEWS 

Governor Allen, Honorary Chairman 
of the Massachusetts Bay Tercenten- 
ary Conference says, "I commend a 
state-wide and Inclusive Tercentenary 
commemoration in which all people, 
and the children, may actually parti- 
cipate.” 

1930 is near at hand and it be- 
hooves us all to become interested 
in our own Celebration. Newton 
should surely have a prominent part 
in this state-wide observance, and she 
can surely furnish a fine program. 
What are Newton’s attractions? Can 
you name twenty points of interest 
in our City, places of historical in- 
terest, natural attractions, scenic al- 
lurements, burying grounds or any- 
thing elBe that may be worthy to be 
listed and given publicity? Let us 
know our own community better. 

Industrial displays, educational ex- 
hibits, musical events, historical dis- 
plays, dramatic productions, motion 
pictures of the history and activities 
of the City, marking of sites and build- 
ings, pageants and public meetings 
indoors and out to be so scheduled 
that some such meeting shall be tak- 
ing place at least weekly through the 
special season of 1930 somewhere in 
the state are suggested. Special dates 
recommended are Tuesday March 4, 
1930, the anniversary of the granting 
of the Charter, Saturday April 19, 
1930, Sunday, June 1, 1930, and Fri- 
day, July 4, 1930. 

Mr. Hermann, the Supervisor of 
Newton’s playgrounds has these in- 
teresting suggestions for Newton: 

A Library in every village. 

A Playground (at least a sufficient 
area) in every district. 

All school grounds properly surfaced 
and fenced. 

All Playgrounds properly fenced and 
beautified. 

For the High School Alumni Asso- 
ciation : 

A High School Athletic field proper- 
ly and finally developed, fenced and 
beautified. 

Special celebrations under the aus- 
pices of Women’s Clubs, Schools, Im- 
provement Societies, Playgrounds. 

General outline: 

A city wide Historical Pageant de- 
picting the settling of Newton 300 
years ago. showing the gradual devel- 
opment of the villages and their final 
combination into the city. 

A Plan for four main traffic arteries 
with beacons or signs or gates at all 
entrances. 

A plan for the Charles River im- 
provements 

An historical Loan Exhibition com- 
binning with Child Welfare Exhibit 
lasting over a period of weeks or 
months. 

Some or all of these suggestions 
can certainly be carried out by New- 
ton as her contribution to the state- 
wide celebration. 

It is believed that many visitors 
will come to Massachusetts next year 
and that many who formerly lived 
here will come "back home". Let us 
hope there will be many such for 
Newton and let us keep the latch key 
out for all who come. 

For those who may wish to review 
their history, timely talks will be giv- 
en on the Massachusetts Bay Tercen- 
tenary during October. November and 
December at the Boston Public Li- 
brary. Among the speakers will be 
Professor Albert Bushnell Hart, Her- 
bert Parker. John J. Walsh and Mi- 
chael J. Murray. 

A complete program of all the lec- 
tures can he obtained at any Branch 
of the Newton Public Library. 

The Division of University Exten- 
sion of the Department of Education 
will arrange a series of courses in 
Historical and Literary Background of 
the Tercentenary. The main course 
will be conducted in the form of even- 
ing classes in the Gardner Auditorium 
of the State House with an evening 
Class starting October 2 at 7:30 P. 
M., and a morning class starting 
Friday, October 4 at 9:30 A. M. The 
instructor will be Professor Robert 
E. Rogers of the English Department 
of Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. A fee of $3.00 is charged for 
auditors, and $4.00 for credit students. 

Still another opportunity for people 
to be informed of the background of 
the Tercentenary next year will be 
given by a series of eight lectures 
illustrated by motion pictures, to be 
delivered at the Gardner Auditorium 
beginning Monday evening. Novem- 
ber 18 at 6 P. M.. by Wilfred F. Kel- 
ley, head of the history department in 
the Boston schools.

Joseph A. Farrell of California 
street, Newtonville was sentenced to 
serve from 30 to 40 years in State 
Prison by Judge Fosdick in the Su- 
perior Court at East Cambridge on 
last Friday. Farrell was convicted of 
having made brutal assaults on two 
young women on a lonely road in 
Lincoln on two different nights last 
June and July. One of his victims 
had recently undergone an operation 
and was using crutches when she ac- 
companied Farrell on the night he at- 
tacked her after driving his automo- 
bile to Lincoln. When the Boston 
papers revealed that the assailant of 
the two young women was being sought 
by the police Farrell shipped on a 
boat going to Porto Rico. He was ar- 
rested when this boat touched at New- 
port News. 

Farrell was life first defendant in 
Massachusetts to waive the privilege 
of trial by jury; a new law having 
been passed which accords this choice 
to any defendant who prefers to be 
tried by the presiding judge rather 
than by a jury. His attorney was 
Hugh Boyd of Newton.
